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EXTRACTS FROM CHAPTER 29, REVISED LAWS. 


Section 3. Physicians and mid-wives shall on or before 
the fifth day of each month report to the clerk of each city or 
town a correct list of all children born therein during the month 
next preceding, at whose birth they were present, stating the 
date and place of each birth, the name of the child if it has any, 
the sex and color of the child, the name, place of birth and resi- 
dence of the parents, the maiden name of the mother, and the 
occupation of the father. If the child is illegitimate the name 
of the father shall not be stated, unless at the joint request in 
writing of both father and mother, which request shall be filed 
with the returns of births. The fee of the physician or mid- 
wife shall be twenty-five cents for each birth so reported, and 
shall be paid by the city or town in which the report is made, 
upon presentation of a certificate from the city or town clerk, 
stating that said births have been reported in conformity with 
the requirements of this section. Any physician or midwife 
neglecting to report such a list for ten days after it is due shall 
for each offence forfeit a sum not exceedingly twenty-five 
dollars. st 

Section 4. Any member or servant of a family in which 
a child is born, having knowledge of the facts required for 
record concerning the birth of such child, shall furnish the same 
upon request of the clerk of the city or town wherein such 
child was born, or its parents reside, or of any person author- 
ized by him to obtain such facts. Any such member or ser- 
vant of a family who refuses to furnish such facts shall for 
each offence forfeit not exceeding ten dollars. 

Section 6. Parents shall, within forty days after the birth 
of a child, give notice thereof or cause such notice to be 
given, to the clerk of the city or town in which such child is 
born. Everyhouseholder shall, within forty days after the 
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date of a birth occurring in his house, give notice thereof, or 
cause such notice to be given to the-clerk of the city or town 
in which he resides; and he shall also, within five days after 
the date of a death occurring in his house, give notice thereof 
or cause such notice to be given, to the board of health, other 
than the selectmen, or, if there is no such board, to the clerk 
of the city or town. The oldest person next of kin present 
at the time of death of any of his kindred in the city or town 
in which such death occurs shall, within five days thereafter, 
give notice thereof, or cause such notice to be given, to such 
board of health, or, if there is no such board, to the clerk of 
such city or town. The keeper, superintendent, or person in 
charge of a workhouse, house of correction, prison, reforma- 
tory, reform school, hospital, almhouse or other institution, 
public or private, receiving inmates from or without the limits 
of the city or town in which it is located shall, when a person 
is received into the institution of which he is the keeper, super- 
intendent or person in charge obtain a record of all facts which 
would be required for record in the event of the death of such 
person so received, and shall, on or before the fifth day of each 
month, give notice to the clerk of said city or town of every 
birth and death happening among the persons under his charge 
during the month next preceding. The facts required for 
record by section one of this act shall, so far as known or ob-. 
tainable, be included in every notice given under this section. 
Public notice is hereby given that I am prepared to furnish 
to parents, householders, physicians and midwives, applying 
therefor, blanks for returns of births, as required by law.

Three check-lists as prepared by the Registrars were 
produced, a package containing, by count of the Ballot Clerks, 
421 general and 100 women’s ballots for School Commitee 
only were receipted for by the said officials. | 

Sidney A. Weston, appointed by the Selectmen a Teller, 
declining to serve, C. Melville Smith was substituted and 
transferred by the Moderator to be a Ballot Clerk, C. Philip 
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Curtis to act as Teller. C. Melville Smith and Annie C. Smith 
were sworn. 

At 6:30 o’clock the polls were declared to be open for the 
reception of ballots, the box having been exhibited to the 
voters and shown to be empty. 

Charles S. Curtis was given charge of the police arrange- 
ments during the election, and took the keys of the ballot box. 

The meeting then proceeded, under the direction of the 
Moderator and Town Clerk. Record may be made here that 
once during the progress of the balloting, on motion of the 
Town Clerk, the ballot box was opened to take a balfot from 
the machinery. No further trouble made by the machinery ~ 
of the box during the day.

MEMORIAL, 


The citizens of Sharon in annual Town Meeting assembled, 
place on record their sincere appreciative tribute to the mem- 
ory of George Washington Gay and Eunice Lyon Gay, through 
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whose philanthropy and public spirit to the Town is the re- 
cipient of over fifteen thousand dollars in money, to be devoted, 
one-half to the cause of education and one-half to the erec- 
tion of a soldiers’ monument in Rockridge Cemetery. 

Mr. Gay was born in Roxbury in 1817, was married in 
1841 to Eunice Lyon Dewing, and made Sharon his home 
where working at boot making was his life-long occupation. 

Five sons were born to them, all of whom died young. 
One son, George Herbert, who enlisted from Sharon in Com- 
pany B, 33d Regiment, Massachusetts Volunteers, was killed 
near Dallas, Georgia, on May 26th, 1864. 

On two different occasions Mr. Gay held the offices of 
Selectman, Assessor and Overseer of the Poor. In 1856 he 
served as a member of the Massachusetts Legislature. He 
was one of the original members of the Unitarian Society. 
A hater of pretence and sham, simplicity in all things char- 
acterized his life. Preferring the quiet enjoyment of home 
life, he was never the less ready to serve the Town in any 
office to which he was chosen. He cared not for the glare 
of public recognition, but performed his duties faithfully and 
in a modest and unassuming manner. The strength of his 
religious faith was an interesting feature of his character, 
and his nature was profoundly moral and spiritual. With 
all firmness and sincerity did he believe in the underlying 
principles which are the foundation of our moral and civic 
life. He believed in the future of mankind and in the fair- 
ness and good sense of the people generally in all matters, 
and that education was the all important means in the at- 
tainment of that end. His gift of one-half of the proceeds of 
his estate to the schools of the Town strikingly emphasizes this 
thought. With the fighting blood of his ancestors coursing 
through his veins he was naturally intensely patriotic and 
his admiration for Lincoln and other public men conspicuous 
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during the Civil War knew no bounds. The loss of his chil- 
dren was his greatest sorrow, and upon his death, in 1889, it 
was provided in his will that the other half of the proceeds 
of his estate, upon the decease of his wife, should be used 
in erecting a monument in memory of his lamented son, and 
the other soldiers from Sharon, who died “while aiding in put- 
ting down the great Southern rebellion,’ to the end that 
their services and the principles for which they fought may 
be kept in remembrance. 

This disposition of his property met the hearty approval 
of his widow, and during the remaining lonely years of her 
life it became her sacred duty to insure beyond a possibility 
of failure the fulfilment of her husband’s wishes and also 
making provision in her will that the proceeds of her own 

property should be added to the Soldiers’ Monument Fund. 

In September, 1904, she passed to that mysterious beyond, 
to that haven of eternal rest, there to meet in never-ending 
union her loved ones gone before. 

Her high ideals, her firmness of conviction and her un- 
questioning faith, were her striking characteristics and gave 

her a distinct place in the minds and hearts of those who 
knew her. .

Selectmen’s Report. 


The Selectmen herewith submit to the Town the following 
reports regarding the various departments under their super- 
vision. 


STREET LIGHTING. 


For the information of the people we will say there are 
now in the Town Two Hundred 25 candle power incandescent 
electric street lights, which, in accordance with the contract 
made with the Edison Electric Illuminating Company of Bos- 
ton for one year from March 1, 1906, are allowed to be lighted 
1,600 hours at a cost of $15 each. This contract is based on 
what is known as the moon schedule, and gives ample light- 
ing up to midnight. The lights can be turned on or off at 
any time by the direction of the Selectmen. Should the 1,600 
hours be overrun, the Town will be charged at the rate of four- 
tenths of a cent per hour for each light; should the 1,600 
hours not be used, a rebate is allowed. 


ABOLITION OF THE GRADE CROSSINGS. 


A petition was presented to the Court on the first Monday 
in December last, by the N. Y., N. H. & H. Railroad Co., ask- 
ing that a commission be appointed in the matter of the elim- 
ination of the three grade crossings in Sharon. 

This will be one of the most important and expensive mat- 
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ters that the Town has ever had to deal with, for as the law 
now stands 10 per cent. of the cost must be borne by the Town 
in which said crossings are situated.

Report of Engineers for year ending January 1, 1907. 

During the past year no very material changes or addi- 
tions have been made. In the electrical department two new 
fire alarm boxes have been installed on South Main street— 
No. 75. located opposite Oakland Road; No. 74, at the junc- 
tion of South Main street and Gunhouse street, opposite the 
Reynolds Estate. At the central station both pieces of appa- 
ratus have been kept in good condition and thoroughly 
equipped, and the full quota of men (24) on call, has generally 
been maintained. There is available here two thousand 
(2,000) feet of hose in good condition, also five hundred (500) 
feet in fair shape. 

Located at the Knife Village is a hand reel with five hun- 
dred and fifty (550) feet of second quality hose, also a hand 
ladder truck in fair condition.

TO DECEMBER 31, 1906. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sharon: . 

Your Board of Water Commissioners submit the following 
as their report for the year ending December 31, 1906: 

But one extension has been made during the year, details of 
which appear in the report of the Superintendent, annexed. 

The month of September was very hot and dry, and the 
maximum amount of water was pumped that month. On the 
tenth day the consumption reached 260,673 gallons, and it be- 
came necessary to prohibit the use of hose entirely for forty- 
eight hours and then to restrict the use to two hours per day. 

On the thirteenth day the consumption had fallen to 113,043 
gallons daily, and after that and until now there has been p!enty 
of water. | 

Your Board would recommend that an eight-inch pipe be 
laid on North Pleasant street, from Depot street to School 
street, and from North Pleasant street, through School street, 
to North Main street, to increase the hydrant pressure on North 
- Pleasant street and to provide a circuit and increase the flow 
north and east of School street. 

The estimated cost of this extension will be about $1,600.00. 

Also to lay a six-inch main from the corner of Cottage 
street, through Billings street, to the residence of Phebe A. 
Perry, including the estate of Messrs. Williams and Jones. 

The estimated cost of this extension is about six hundred 
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dollars. Your Board would recommend an appropriation of 
$3,500 to complete these extensions and to pay*interest on bond 


coupons due April 1, 1907.

Regulations and Water eee 


The following regulations shall be considened a part of the 
contract with every person who uses the water: 

1. All applications for the use of Water must be made at 
the office of the Water Commissioners, on the form prescribed, 
stating truly and fully the various uses to which the water is 
to be applied, and signed by the owner or agent of the property. 

2. Connections, and Service Pipes——The Commissioners 
will make all connections with the mains, and extend the service 
pipes to the street line, furnishing the pipe and stop-cocks 
(which pipes and stop-cocks shall remain the property of the 
town and under its sole control.) All service pipes and fixtures 
inside the street line shall be put in by the consumer or at his 
cost. a 

3. The Water Commissioners reserve the right to refuse to 
connect with plumbing which has not been examined and 
approved by their superintendent or agent; and service pipe 
laid by takers upon their premises must not be covered until 
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inspected by the agent of the Water Board; and quality of pipe 
must be determined by the Commissioners. 

4. No alterations in any water pipe or water fixtures 
whereby the consumption of water is increased, shall be made 
without giving notice to and obtaining a permit from the Water 
Commissioners. 

No plumber or other person shall make alterations in or 
additions to any water pipe or fixtures aforesaid, unless the 
Owner or agent shows a permit therefor, signed by the Water | 
Commissioners, and then only to the extent stated therein. 

5. All persons taking water must provide a stop and waste 
cock, properly located inside. their building, and have their 
pipes so arranged that the water can be drawn from them in 
case of danger from frost. 

They must keep their own water pipes and all fixtures con- 
nected therewith in good repair and protected from frost. 

The strength of all pipes used, their protection against 
freezing, the kind of faucets and other fixtures, the general 
arrangement of the work in reference to security and safety, 
and the keeping of all pipes and fixtures in proper repair, shall 
be in accordance with any directions, either special or general, 
given by the Water Commissioners. 

6. No plumber or any other person except the Superin- 
tendent of Water Works shall tap any water main or connect 
any service pipe therewith, nor shall any plumber or other 
person turn on or shut off the water from any pipe or hydrant 
where the stop-cock is not located on his own premises. 

7. No water taker will be allowed to supply water to any 
other persons or families, nor shall any person take or carry 
away water from any hydrant, watering trough or public foun- 
tain without the consent of the Water Commissioners, nor 
after such consent has been withdrawn. 

8. There shall be no unnecessary waste of water, either 
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Sarees 


to prevent freezing or for any other cause. All water closets 
must be self-closing. 

The use of hose must be confined to Phe purposes nanved 
in the application and to the premises of the taker and the 
street immediately bordering such premises. It must not be 
used for filling tanks or reservoirs, or any other domestic pur- 
pose whatever. 

9. The Water Commissioners, their department officers 
and assistants, may enter the premises of any water taker sup- 
plied with water, between the hours of eight o’clock A. M. 
and six o’clock P. M., to examine the pipes and fixtures, the 
quantity of water used and the manner of its use. 

to. Parties using meters must measure all the water sup- 
plied to the premises on which they are set. 

11. When water shall be supplied to more than one party 
through a single tap the bill for the whole supply furnished 
through such tap will be made to the owner of the estate or to 
some one tenant who shall agree to become responsible 
therefor. 

12. Water rates must be paid at the office of the hihisae: | 
Board. 

Those for regular water rates in advance, annals on the 
first day of July. Bills for fractional parts of a term, on the 
first day of the month succeeding the letting on of water. 
Bills for measured and estimated water, quarterly, and all other 
bills. for water, labor and materials on the first day of the 
month succeeding their contraction. 

If bills remain unpaid for one month after they become 
due the water will be shut off, and on all bills paid after the 
water has been shut off, the sum of one dollar, in addition to ~ 
the bill, must be paid before the water will be let on again. 

13. No person shall be entitled to damages nor to have 
any portion of a payment refunded for any stoppage, for pur- 
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poses of additions or repairs, nor for non-use, occasione1 by 
absence, nor for stoppage for any purpose whatever. which 
in the opinion of the Water Commissioners may be deemed 
necessary. 

14. No fireman or other person, except for the legitimate 
purpose of extinguishing fires, shall open any fire hydrant or 
stop-cock connected with the fire service, without the consent 
of the Water Commissioners. 

Persons or corporations neglecting or refusing to comply 
with said Rules and Regulations,are liable to have their supply 
of water cut off. 

15. Onall premises continuously unoccupied for more than 
six months during the year from July to July, and where the 
unoccupancy is reported to the Superintendent so that he can 
shut off the supply from the street, a rebate will be made of 
one-half of the rate above first faucet and hose charges, less a 
charge of $1.00 each for shutting off and turning on the water. 


SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT FOR 1906. 


To the Board of Water Commissioners of the Town of Sharon. 

Gentlemen :—I herewith submit the eleventh annual report 
of the Superintendent of this Department for the year ending 
December 31, 1906. 

Seven services have been added this year and eight are 
discontinued, making three hundred and fifty-five now in use. 
- The average length has been twenty-two feet, the average 
cost twelve dollars and sixty-one cents each, all being of lead 
pipe. 

Two small leaks in service, pipe have been repaired, one 
caused by roots, the other by heavy team driving stop box 
against the lead pipe, cutting into it. 
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The stand pipe has been cleaned and painted two coats 
of graphite paint, inside and out. 

But one extension has been made this year: two bandied 
and ninety-seven feet of two-inch pipe to the premises of 
Jeanette Soule on Glendale Road.

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By comparing the statistics with those made a year ago 
we find progress in almost every particular. There are fewer 
children enrolled under 5 years of age, more over 15; there 
are more in attendance within the compulsory school age, and 
this is interesting from a financial point of view, for upon this 
basis we receive our money from the State. We have enrolled | 
a larger number of pupils of all ages, which might show a 
larger floating population, but the figures show this is not so, 
because the average membership and the average attendance 
have both been larger, also the percentage of attendance. We 
close the year with an actual attendance of four more pupils 
than last December, so that with a class to graduate not much 
larger than last year we may expect to have full schools in 
the coming year. On the supplementary list we enroll those 
pupils who have been previously enrolled in other schools of 
the Town or State within the school year. Last year this 
mumber was forty-three; this year twenty-eight. Our facili- 
ties for doing work have been greatly improved at the High 
School building by providing two recitation rooms, and the 
school is in a most flourishing condition, as will be seen by the 
principal’s report. 

We have had more changes in our teachers than is usual 
for us. Some of these changes we cOuld not control. Some 
vacancies had to be filled on very short notice, and at times 
when it was very difficult to find good teachers who were 
available. We congratulate ourselves that the teachers who 
were deliberately chosen, and those who were taken on short 
notice have as a whole materially strengthened our teaching 
force. | 

Our High School has at present a strong corps of teachers, 
doing excellent work and highly appreciated by all having the 
interests of this school at heart. I cannot commend too high- 
ly the spirit manifested by the large number who are preparing 
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to enter this school. If anyone has misgivings as to the work- 
ing of the plan of bringing all the upper grades of the gram- 
mar course together, we would most cordially invite his in- 
spection of the conditions which prevail. 

No teacher in a limited period can overcome all the hind- 
rances caused by a lack of preparation, but it is a source of 
‘great encouragement to see the manifest eagerness to learn, 
and to emulate those who are doing the best work, a thing 
which is so lacking of necessity where there are only one or 
two in a class. . 

All the outlying schools are small. In no school is there 
a grade having over three pupils. All four schools together 
have only as many pupils as are found in several of the single 
rooms at the Center. 

In trying to better conditions the petition to have the West 
School closed was granted, and the pupils transported to the 
Center schools. Another petition to have the school opened . 
was granted, but none returned who had been attending the 
graded schools, even when they had to furnish their own 
transportation. This would seem to indicate that those who 
had attended both the mixed and the graded schools preferred 
the latter, even if it cost more in money and effort to attend. 

On the other hand those who have gone to the West 
School since it was last opened have shown their appreciation 
of the school by almost perfect attendance, and a devotion to 
the studies laid out for them, which promises to produce re- 
sults of the best character. Much praise is due the teacher 
for the effort she has made to make the school attractive. Such 
teachers are hard to retain, and although she has been with us 
only a few weeks, she has already been interviewed regard- 
ing the taking of another position in a graded school outside 
of Sharon. Small as these schools are out of the village, with 
many disadvantages, we have for them teachers of marked 
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ability who are giving of their time, strength and energy, in 
such a manner as to show they are not belittling their task, 
but are trying to make the most of their opportunities. 

In this connection we wish to express our thanks to the 
women of Sharon who have by their gifts. of pictures to the 
schools and by their entertainments shown their interest. in 
the teachers and their helpfulness to the schools. It is of un- 
told pleasure to the superintendent to be able to direct his 
teachers who ate away from home and usual helps to a band 
of women who are ever ready to lend a helping hand. 

Our teachers’ meetings have been changed in character 
during the fall to bring the work of the teachers into closer 
harmony. This it is hoped to do by monthly reports of the 
work done in each grade, and discussions of the various points 
which are brought out by the several teachers of different 
erades. The amount and variety of work done in a single 
month is a revelation even to one who is constantly supervis- 
in~ the efforts of the teachers. 

One almost wishes he were a child again when he contrasts 
the variety of reading matter consisting of stories, adventure, 
biography, geography, history, nature and a multitude more, 
with the single reading book of his boyhood, which became 
so familiar that he could read it from cover to cover with 
hardly a glance at the words. Contrast the long, weary hours 
with nothing to do in the schools of long ago, with the con- 
stant occupation of the present day with pencil or crayon, 
‘story telling, as a means of gaining fluency and accuracy in 
the use of language, learning about berries, fruits, vege- 
tables, leaves, trees, birds and other wonderful things in na- 
ture, committing to memory poems and other choice portions 
of literature, cutting and pasting, singing rote songs innumer- 
able and drilling upon songs in the books, using all sorts of 
devices to learn number, writing stories from pictures, taking 
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dictation exercises, copying prose and poetry correctly in ar- 
rangement, punctuation and with neatness, learning the care 
of the body, and others too numerous to-mention. 

These reports are suggestive to the teachers, keep the 
schools more nearly together and give opportunity to give re- 
sults of new experiments which have been tried. We are con- 
vinced that our teachers are reading the best literature bear- 
ing upon the subjects they are teaching, though for a little 
while this feature of our meetings has been laid aside. 

On October 1, 1906, the State Board of Education gave out 
notice that the State Board of Health had prepared direc- 
tions for testing the vision and hearing of the pupils in the 
public schools in accordance with Chapter 502 of the Acts of 
1900. 

In compliance with this law we have received printed 
copies of directions to supply one to each teacher, test cards 
as called for, a sheet for recording the names of the children 
examined with the results of the tests, a form of notice to 
parent or guardian required by law to be sent in gase of de- 
fective vision or hearing, and a form of report to the super- 
intendent. From this report to the superintendent the follow- 
ing results are found.

Chapter 502 also provides that the school committee of 
every town in the Commonwealth shall appoint one or more 
school physicians, who shall make a prompt examination and 
diagnosis of all children referred to him as provided in the 
law, and such further examination of teachers, janitors and 
school buildings as in his opinion the protection of the health 
of the children may require.

The school committee shall cause notice of the dise2-c¢ or 
defects, if any, from which any child is found to be suifering 
to be sent to his parent or guardian. Whenever a child shows 
symptoms of smallpox, scarlet fever, measles, chickenpox, tu- 
berculosis, diphtheria or influenza, tonsilitis, whooping cough, 
mumps, scabies or trachoma, he shall be sent home immedi- 
ately or as soon as safe and proper conveyance can be found, 
and the board of health shall at once be notified. 


fad SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the Superintendent of Schools: 


I present the following report of the Sharon High School 
for the year 1906: 

Of the 47 pupils in attendance in June, 36 returned to 
school in September. Six were graduated, three of whom en- 
tered college, one each entering Mount Holyoke, Harvard and 
Boston University; one is this year studying at a business 
college, and one at a private school. From the other classes 
four left school to go to work, and one to enter another school. 
Three of the four pupils who left school to go to work were 
ninth grade graduates, but two pupils who had previously 
been obliged to leave school entered this class, and three pu- 
pils entered from other schools, so that one more pupil en- 
tered the fourth class then was graduated from the fifth. 
Twenty pupils entered by promotion from the eighth grade. 
Since September six have left on account of change of resi- 
dence or ill health.

At the end of this year there will be two candidates for 
graduation from the four years’ course, four from the three 
years’ course, and five for certificates for completion of three 
years of the Latin course. 

The division of the east room into two recitation rooms, 
and the utilization of the hall for typewriting, gives the High 
School comfortable, though even now somewhat crowded 
quarters. The purchase of adjustable desks for the main 
room has added greatly to the comfort of the pupils, the old 
desks being too small for most of the pupils. 

The progress of the fourth class during the past term has 
very plainly shown the advantages of our present arrange- 
ment of putting the ninth grade under the High School 
teachers. With three teachers for five classes no increase in 
the offering of studies can be made, and in fact election of 
studies has to be restricted at the present time. 

I would suggest slight changes in the program of studies, 
looking toward a more satisfactory offering for the first year, 
substituting Physical Geography and Botany for Book- 
keeping in the first year, making the Book-keeping now given 
in the first year elective during the second year, and with- 
drawing the course in advanced Bookkeeping, for which there 
is very little demand. This would make the Elementary 
Chemistry and Physics elective in the second year until such 
time as increased facilities shall enable us to offer a better 
Science course for this year. Under the present arrangement 
pupils who do not wish to take Latin are obliged to take 
Book-keeping. By devoting the last term of the ninth grade 
year to Elementary Algebra in place of the Physical Geo- 
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graphy we would be enabled to take less time the first year 
for Algebra. An increase in the time devoted to English is 
necessary, and under this arrangement an additional period 
per week could be given during the first year without thereby 
increasing the work required of the pupil. 

The High School does and must do the work required for 
admiSsion to colleges, but by our elective system any pupil 
can extend the course required for a diploma over an addi- 
tional year. We now offer four years’ courses in English,, 
Mechanical Drawing, Latin, Mathematics and Science. Three 
years’ courses in History (covering Ancient, English and U. 
S. History), French and Commercial Branches. One year’s 
work only is given in German. 

Some method of lighting the High School room on dark 
days ought to be given consideration; on many days in the 
winter the light is so poor that it is a question whether pupils 
‘ought to be allowed to tax their eyes by attempting to study; 
in the High School general exercises cannot be given as in a 
school of a single class. 

As in previous years the school was presented with pic- 
tures by the graduating classes. “The Harvest Moon” was 
presented by the class graduating from the High School. and 
an engraving, “Sheridan’s March to the Sea,” by the grad- 
uates from the ninth grade. [Efforts have been made and a 
fund started for the purchase of a new piano for the High 
School, the old one having been for some time unfit for use.

DRAWING REPORT. 


To Superintendent of Schools, Mr. E. P. Fitts: 

Dear Sir—The year just closing finds me glad to say that 
I can report substantial progress in the subject of drawing 
for the Sharon schools, each one of them. 

All the grades and the High School show a good improve- 
ment. The teachers have carried out my written plans intel- 
ligently and faithfully, in the many branches of the subject 
of drawing. 

The main divisions of drawing are nature drawing, object 
drawing, picture study, mechanical drawing, historic, orna- 
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ment and design, studied progressively, of course, through 
the High School. The lower grades also have cutting and 
making objects like the forms studied. Each one of the 
divisions mentioned is sub-divided, giving a wide variety. 

In the High School two courses are offered after the first. 
year, that is, to Class III. is offered a general course or a 
‘ mechanical course. The general course is necessary for a 
foundation for Class IV., as a part of general education. 

Going on into Class III. the pupil who will finish with 
the High School, as well as the pupil who is going 'to another 
school or a college, may continue the general course, which 
gives a necessary training in the various branches. 

The pupil going into Class III. who is intending to enter 
a technical school will have the mechanical course in drawing.

MUSIC REPORT. 


To the Superintendent of Schools, Sharon: 

Dear Sir—In the report of last year, mention was made 
of the satisfactory condition of music in the Sharon schools. 
It is a pleasure to state that the present condition of music 
is even better than that of last year. 

Steady application for years on the part of teachers and 
scholars has produced a systematized course in music which 
works smoothly, pleasantly and pedagogically. 

The sight reading improves constantly. The inner, deep 
sense of rythm is becoming, as it should, a recognized condi- 
tion, both to singer and listener. 

The tone production grows purer with practice, and the 
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breathing benefits in exercise. Such improvement conduces 
to a better appreciation of music, which, itself, is increased 
by setting before the singer varied works of master minds. 
The song material now in use is of the best, ‘but will need 
to be added to. This is especially true of the High School, 
where repeated going over of the same books leads to lack of 
interest. At the proper time a recommendation for a new 
book will be presented.

To the citizens of the Town of Sharon: 


The Trustees of the Public Library herewith submit their 
Twenty-seventh Annual Report, together with the Librarian’s 
record of circulation and the Treasurer’s account. 

Examination of the Librarian’s report will show a satisfac- 
tory advance in the use of the library, both in the number and 
character of the books loaned. Especially among the children 
has its tse notably increased during the past year. 

While fiction is the choice of two out of three persons, it 
is proper to have seasonable regard to the fact in the purchase 
of books. As it is also true that many works of that class 
have but the shortest season of popularity it seems desirable 
to exercise some restraint in the matter lest our shelves be- 
come filled with waste paper to the crowding out of literature. 

The use of books of reference, so important and valuable 
an assistance to the student, of a town, has in Sharon, owing 
to the cramped quarters in which the library is confined, no 
attractions for old or young. The books of that class on the 
shelves are inadequate but no attempt has been made under 
present conditions to increase their number. A commodious, 
well-lighted reading-room is an absolute necessity in order 
that a library may do its best work. 

While thus handicapped by lack of accommodation for read- 
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ers and for books, we are able only to make our library as 
successful as it is by the kindly co-operation of its pairons. 
We all know the pleasure and interest we derive from free 
examination of books, the system of open shelves. For this 
pleasure it is an unfair return to throw the books into con- 
fusion by carelessness in replacing, and by so doing, prevent 
others from finding a desired volume. Our closely arranged 
stacks undoubtedly make this care difficult but it is all the 
more necessary.

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REPORT OF THE WATER COMMISSIONERS. 


Year Enpine Dec. 31, 1907. 





To THE CITIZENS OF TUE TOWN OF SHARON: 


Your Board of Water Commissioners submit the following 
as their report for the year ending Dee. 31, 1907: 


The month of August was exceedingly hot and dry and the 
maximum amount of water was pumped that month, the con- 
sumption exceeded anything in previous years, and on the 
thirteenth reached the amount of 827,117 gallons daily, this 
necessitated pumping at intervals for over seventeen hours out 
of the twenty-four. It was then deemed necessary to cut off 
the use of hose entirely for forty-eight hours, and then to limit 
it to two hours’ use daily in accordance with the schedule rate 
of the town. In two days the consumption had dropped to 
178,775 gallons daily. 

We would again call the attention of the users of hose to 
this fact, and urge upon them the necessity of keeping within 
the limit of two hours per day. 

We would recommend that an eight-inch main be laid on 
North Main Street from School Street to the residence of Frank 
B. Comins, a distance of about thirteen hundred feet, the esti- 
mated cost of this extension being about sixteen hundred dollars. 

There are also three other sections of the town where mains 
of larger capacity should be laid to reinforce or replace maing 
now in use. 

Your Board would recommend an appropriation of $1,000 
for the ensuing year for rent of water for hydrants and public 
buildings. 

The work of the year in detail will be found in the annexed 
report of the Superintendent.

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REGULATIONS AND WatTER RatTss. 


The following regulations shall be considered a part of the 
contract with every person who uses the water: 


1. All applications for the use of water must be made at 
the office of the Water Commissioners, on the form prescribed, 
stating truly and fully the various uses to which the water is to 
be applied, and signed by the owner or agent of the property. 

2. Connections and Service Pipes.— The Commissioners 
will make all connections with the mains, and extend the service 
pipes to the street line, furnishing the pipe and stop-cocks 
(which pipes and stop-cocks shall remain the property of the 
town and under its sole control), All service pipes and fixtures 
inside the street line shall be put in by the consumer or at his 
cost. 

3. The Water Commissioners reserve the right to refuse 
to connect with plumbing which has not been examined and 
approved by their superintendent or agent, and service pipe 
laid by takers upon their premises must not be covered until 
inspected by the agent of the Water Board, and quality of pipe 
must be determined by the Commissioners. 

4. No alterations in any water pipe or water fixtures 
whereby the consumption of water is increased, shall be made 
without giving notice to and obtaining a permit from the Water 
Commissioners. 

No plumber or other person shall make alterations in or 
additions to any water pipe or fixtures aforesaid, unless the 
owner or agent shows a permit therefor, signed by the Water 
Commissioners, and then only to the extent stated therein. 

5. All persons taking water must provide a stop and 
waste cock, properly located inside their building, and have 
their pipe so arranged that the water can be drawn from them 
in case of danger from frost. 

They must keep their own water pipes and all fixtures con- 
nected therewith in good repair and protected from frost. 

The strength of all pipes used, their protection against 
freezing, the kind of faucets and other fixtures, the general 
arrangement of the work in reference to security and safety, 
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and the keeping of all pipes and fixtures in proper repair, shall 
be in accordance with any directions, either special or general, 
given by the Water Commissioners. 

6. No plumber or any other person except the Superin- 
tendent of Water Works shall tap any water main or connect 
any service pipe therewith, nor shall any plumber or other 
person turn on or shut off the water from any pipe or hydrant 
where the stop-cock is not located on his own premises. 

7. No water taker will be allowed to supply water to any 
other persons or families, nor shall any person take or carry 
away water from any hydrant, watering trough or public foun- 
tain without the consent of the Water Commissioners, nor after 
such consent has been withdrawn. 

8. There shall be no unnecessary waste of water, either to 
prevent freezing or for any other cause. All water closets must 
be self-closing. 

The use of hose must be confined to the purposes named in 
the application and to the premises of the taker and the street 
immediately bordering such premises. It must not be used for 
filling tanks or reservoirs. or any other domestic purpose 
whatever. : 

9. The Water Commissioners, their department officers 
and assistants, may enter the premises of any water taker sup- 
plied with water between the hours of 8 o’clock, A. M. and 
6 o'clock, P. M., to examine the pipes and fixtures, the quantity 
of water used and the manner of its use. 

10. Parties using meters must measure all the water sup- 
plied to the premises on which they are set. 

11. When water shall be supplied to more than one party 
through a single tap the bill for the whole supply furnished 
through such tap will be made to the owner of the estate or to 
some one tenant who shall agree to become responsible therefor. 

12. Water rates must be paid at the office of the 
Water Board. 7 

Those for regular water rates in advance, annually, on th 
first day of July. Bills for fractional parts of a term, on the 
first day of the month succeeding the letting on of water. Bills 
for measured and estimated water, quarterly, and all other bills 
for water, labor and materials on the first day of the month 
succeeding their contraction. 
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If bills remain unpaid for one month after they become 
due the water will be shut off, and on all bills paid after the 
water has been shut off, the sum of one dollar in addition to 
the bill, must be paid before the water will be let on again. 

13. No person shall be entitled to damages nor to have 
any.portion of a payment refunded for any stoppage, for pur- 
poses of additions or repairs, nor for non-use, occasioned by 
absence, nor for stoppage for any purpose whatever, which, in 
the opinion of the Water Commissioners may be deemed neces- 
sary. 

14. No fireman or other person, except for the legitimate 
purpose of extinguishing fires, shall open any fire hydrant or 
stop-cock connected with the fire service, without the consent 
of the Water Commissioners. 

Persons or corporations neglecting or refusing to comply 
with said Rules and Regulations are liable to have their supply 
of water cut off. 

15. On all premises continuously unoccupied for more 
than six months during the year from July to July, and where 
the unoccupancy is reported to the Superintendent so that he 
ean shut off the supply from the street, a rebate will be made 
of one-half of the rate above first faucet and hose charges, less 
‘a charge of $1.00 each for shutttng off and turning on the water. 


~ SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT FOR 1907. 


To the Board of Water Commissioners of the town of Sharon. 


GENTLEMEN: Herewith I submit the twelfth annual report 
as Superintendent of this Department for the year ending Dee. 
31, 1907. 

Twelve services have been added this year and seven are 
discontinued, making three hundred and sixty-seven now in use. 

The average length has been sixteen feet, the average 
cost $10.99, all with one exception, being of lead pipe. 

There have been no leaks in any of the mains. 

Two curb stops have been repaired and one joint in a 
service pipe. 
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The hydrants have been oiled and painted, the roots cut 
away from three of the drips, and are all in good order, 

Boilers have been inspected and the buildings and machin- 
ery are in good general repair. 

Extensions have been made as follows:

The four-inch pipe on North Main Street from School 
Street to the residence of Frank B. Comins, while large enough 
for domestic purposes, is inadequate as a supply for fire pur- 
poses, there being about 1,300 feet of four-inch pipe between 
the points mentioned. The downward grade increases so rap- 
idly that with one hydrant nozzle open at the sawmill, the 
buildings on the higher level are deprived of water entirely and 
the hydrants from School Street down would deliver no water 
at all, and I would recommend that this pipe be reinforced by 
an eight-inch main the coming year.

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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC 
LIBRARY, 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sharon: — 


Herewith is submitted the annual report of the Trustees 
of the Public Library for the year ending Dec. 31, 1907, also 
the Librarian’s statement of circulation and the report of the 
Treasurer. 

By referring to the report of circulation and comparing it 
with the reports of previous years it will be seen that the num- 
ber of books given out has on the whole fallen off though the 
circulation in the juvenile department has increased. This is 
in great measure Owing to the fact that our purchases have 
been decidedly less for the past two years. The shelf accomo- 
dation of the library is now so limited that we find it necessary 
to exercise much discrimination in the selection of books. The 
list of accessions though small will we are confident, compare 
favorably with any of like character. 

The largest demand being in the department of fiction, we 
have there made the largest additions. Two-thirds of the 
books bought last year including the filling out of standard sets 
were of this class. To some this may seem a large proportion 
but when it is considered that the modern novel discusses every 
possible subject from every point of view we must acknowledge 
that aside from recreation a vast amount of information comes 
to us in this way upon all the vital questions of the day. 

Owing to the lack of room we have continued to refuse to 
add anything to the reference department, a department which 
is essential to a public library since works too voluminous and 
expensive for families and schools should there be at the com- 
mand of every student. 

The convenience of patrons of the lbrary is constantly 
under consideration by the Trustees and that we are unable to 
fully meet the demands and desires of a community so eager to 
make use of library privileges is much regretted. 

The thanks of the Trustees are extended to Mr. Eugene 
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Tappan and Mr. Charles A. Hall for gifts of books to the 
library. 

Attention is called to the lists of accessions now posted 
monthly upon the bulletin board in the library and to the com- 
plete list for the past year printed at the close of this report.

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REPORT. 
Fellow Citizens :— 

In the annual report of the School Committee, it is cus- 
tomary to set forth the condition of the schools, and to outline 
such policies and suggest such improvements as will best pro- 
mote their welfare. 

Every one of our townspeople has a direct and vital inter- 
est in our schools, The gradual but steady growth of our school 
population demands a strong and efficient administration, and 
throughout the Commonwealth the better organization of school 
government is the tendency of the hour. 

In a community of our size, our schools form a small yet 
integral part of our great system of education, and our aim 
should be to inaugurate from time to time whatever changes and 
improvements are necessary to bring about a more uniform and 
advantageous school system. 

Our public schools are the property of the people. They 
stand for the people and are the exponents of the wishes of the 
people whom they represent; hence it follows that the changes 
and growth which take place in every community must of 
neceesity reflect in a corresponding manner what is taught in 
the schools of that community, and the schools of Sharon are 
no exception to this rule. 


SCHOOL ATTENDANCE. 


Except in three of our outlying schools—and the future of 
these schools will be considered later—our school population 
has steadily increased as will be seen in the following tables:

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The superintendent in his report calls attention to an in- 
crease of 31 pupils in our schools during the past year, and that 
we shall be seriously cramped for room in the centre schools, 
is obvious. 

We are informed that the High Street School building was 
planned and built with reference to adding on four more rooms 
if necessity required. We believe this necessity has arisen and 
that the town cannot too quickly appropriate the money for this 
purpose. When completed, it will allow an advantageous re- 
arrangement of the centre schools, and the accomplishment of 
much better work on the part of the pupils will surelv result. 

An article has, therefore, been inserted in the warrant sug- 
gesting the appointment of a Committee to consider and report 
upon the question at a special meeting if deemed advisable. 
Providing more school room has always been a slow process. 
We beg to call the attention of the citizens to the fact, that, 
as compared with neighboring towns, Sharon has never been 
called upon to spend large or extraordinary sums for school 
buildings. We do not use this statement as a reason or argu- 
ment why the town should provide additional rooms, but we 
have every belief in the wisdom of the citizens in adopting the 
recommendations of the special committee, if chosen. 


GRADING HIGH STREET SCHOOL HOUSE GROUNDS. 


The grade of High Street being higher than the lot on 
which the school building stands, surface water runs from the 
street and sidewalk towards the building, rendering at times, in 
stormy weather, passage through the yard well nigh impossible, 
and causing injury to the floors of the building, it being impos- 
sible to keep them clean. We think the yard should be filled 
and graded and the sidewalk raised. 

An article has been placed in the warrant to see if the 
town will appropriate the necessary amount of money to carry 
out this recommendation. 


COURSE OF STUDY. 


In the centre schools, below the high, a course of study 
has been laid out which, in the opinion of your Committee, is 
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best adapted to the needs and requirements of the pupils. But 
we do not mean to say that the course now in use is to be con- 
sidered permanent. Constant changes must be made. The 
course of study in a school system is not an artificial thing to 
be built up or taken down like a wall; it is a growth, and such 
changes as occur must take place gradually, much that is new 
and better fitted to accomplish certain objects ultimately taking 
the place of the old method. 

The three “ Rs” of the old time school represented what 
was demanded by the people of that day. That the schools 
to-day demand other and more up to date requirements does 
not argue that a lower value is placed on the fundamentals 
represented by the three “Rs.” They are still recognized, but 
there is also demanded in addition things which in the earlier 
days were not dreamed of. All will agree that we must live in 
the present, not the past, and we will in all matters pertaining 
to education be expected to weigh well all suggested improve- 
ments and to accept such as show promise of good results. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


One of the most difficult educational problems is that of 
the country high school. 

In these days, and more so than ever before, when pupils 
reach the high school grade, it is time for parents to consider 
along what lines they should be educated, the better to fit them 
for life’s pursuit, and the course of study ought to be shaped so 
that they will be able to get what they need, and what their 
parents wish them to have. 

Up to a few years ago the idea prevailed that our country 
high schools were largely preparatory for colleges and univers- 
ities, and a course of study was mapped out accordingly. Con- 
sidering, however, that a very small percentage of our. high 
school students go to higher ‘institutions of learning, it was 
soon found that a large amount of work required for college 
entrance examinations was loaded on to our boys and girls who 
had no intention of going to college and resulted in no practical 
value whatever. Then the so-called English course of study 
was added, and made elective, the idea being that many parents 
wished their children, if they did not intend to fit for college, 
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to get such general education as would make them intelligent 
citizens and members of society. For such students this course 
of study is similar to the old time academy, and will always be 
popular. 

But there are many young people who from their parents’ 
wish, or from their own preference, or from necessity, look 
towards employment in some line of commercial work. 

We are of opinion that to-day what is most needed in our 
High school is a complete thorough and comprehensive com- 
mercial course. We admit that a general education is a neces- 
sary prerequisite, for that contributes greatly to better success 
in commercial life. To such pupils of what use can algebra 
and geometry possibly be? The question of teaching higher 
mathematics in our high schools is being seriously agitated by 
our leading educators. 

To briefly sum up, we believe serious attention should be 
given to the separation of our High school course providing for 
a more practical education for pupils concluding their studies 
in this school. 


NORTH, EAST AND WEST SCHOOLS. 


After investigation and carefully considering the question 
in all its aspects, your Committee are unanimous in the belief 
that after the close of the spring term, the North, East and 
West schools should be discontinued, and where necessary, 
transportation be furnished pupils attending the centre schools. 

The conditions existing at these respective schools at the 
time of making this report are as follows :— 


Norts Scuoou. Five pupils attend this school, one of 
whom lives in Walpole, leaving only four. 

East Scuoot. The total number of pupils at present en- 
rolled is twelve, average attendance, ten. Of these four are 
state wards and one resides in Stoughton, leaving seven pupils 
all of whom, with one exception, live on Mann’s Hill, or near 
the knife shop. These children could easily attend the centre 
schools, as some other children residing in these localities 
already attend the centre schools. 

Wesr Scuoot. At present eight pupils attend this school, 
one living in Walpole, leaving seven, average attendance five. 
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These children could be transported to the centre schools at a 
much less cost than what is paid for teacher, janitor and fuel, ete. 

All these schools are ungraded. There is no sound argu- 
ment in favor of an ungraded as against a graded school. On 
the other hand, it is but natural that those parents living near 
these outlying schools have a just pride in seeing the school- 
house open, rather than closed, but it will be admitted that the 
benefits their children derive from attending the graded schools 
in the centre, where pupils are carefully drilled in each grade, 
their contact with other children, far outweigh those of the out- 
lying schools, and there can be no valid reason for the further 
maintenance of these schools. 

In closing, your committee wish to speak of the cheerful 
co-operation and work of the teachers. Constant energy and 
perseverance are required of them, and the interest and patience 
they have shown not only entitles them to the appreciation and 
commendation of the citizens of the town, but insures more 
gratifying promise for future good work. 

Much praise is also due to the Superintendent for his care- 
ful and painstaking supervision,

As was anticipated last year our schools have been as a 
rule much larger this year than in previous years, and instead 
of an increase of four as reported last December, the report 
this year is an increase of thirty-one. 

This increase has been largely at the Center. The first 
grade is the largest for some time, and in our future planning 
this fact must be taken into account. The other schools have 
comfortable numbers and only one grade to a room at the 
Center with the exception of the third, fourth, seventh and 
eighth. It is the last-named school which is giving us the most 
anxiety. With an enrollment of sixty pupils and a very small 
part of them in the upper grade which will go to the High 
School, there will be enough left when these are promoted to. 
furnish pupils sufficient for one teacher without advancing any 
from the lower grade. How we can provide for all we have and 
the newcomers is not at present plain. 

Someone may ask if this congested condition is not brought | 
about by allowing so many pupils to come in from the outlying 
districts. It is true that they add to the number in the upper 
grades, but counting those who live outside of the village, some 
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of whom have always attended the Center schools, and removing 
them to the outlying schools, there would still be the problem 
of room. Iam sure that no one who is interested in the best 
interest of the school would wish to take any such backward step. 

Our High school is growing in numbers, having nine more 
than last year, and filling full its present quarters. While the 
next class to enter will be smalier than the last, the two classes 
following are very large and promise to send to the High School 
the largest classes yet promoted. 

With these conditions facing ‘us it would seem to be the 
part of wisdom to begin to think of providing more room. 
The most lasting and satisfactory arrangement would be to pro- 
vide suitable quarters for the High school. For years changes 
have been made to meet temporary needs and they have ina 
way anwered our purpose and will for another year, but beyond 
that at the present writing we do not see how we shall be able 
to provide for those who want higher education. 

Our growth is only in keeping with that of other towns. 
Formerly graduates of the higher grades of school were not in 
so great demand, now hardly any position of importance where 
promotion is likely to come will take one who has not at least 
passed through High school. 

Our young people understand this as well as their parents: 
and they are putting forth the necessary effort to reach the 
goal and it becomes our duty to provide the best facilities for 
accomplishing their purpose. 

What to do for our outlying schools is ever a pertinent 
question. The North school now has two Sharon families who 
send children to that school. There are only five children in 
all who attend, and one of these comes from Walpole. A school 
with so few pupils is neither economical nor satisfactory. Much 
energy goes to waste which might be better expended. Pupils 
who have entered tbe Center schools from that part of the town 
have shown marked improvement by being associated with 
larger numbers where there is more enthusiasm. 


TEACHERS. 
We have been enabled to retain most of our teachers during 
the year, although attempts have been made to entice some of 
our best ones away at a larger salary. So strong is the com- 
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petition in these days to secure the best teachers, and so scarce 
are they, that it takes more money than formerly to hold such 
teachers as we desire to have. 7 

Two have left us during the year to assume charge of 
families of their own, and for these we have only words of 
hearty interest. When we come to fill the places made vacant, 
we find that the cost of living in Sharon often turns the scale 
and we lose candidates who seem to be fitted admirably to do 
the work we require. Weask that this fact may be born in mind 
when appropriations are made, for we have in general pleasant 
rooms, attractive children, good supplies, a pleasant community, 
and yet with all these attractions teachers cannot live in a 
manner fitting to their positions without money. It is becom- 
ing more and more difficult to get teachers because the remuner- 
ation in other callings is so much greater, and pay is received 
for a full year. In the High Street school we have only ex- 
perienced teachers, most of whom have gained much of their 
experience in our eutlying schools. I attribute the fine condi- 
tion of this school to this fact. In the graded positions which 
they now fill they not only know their own particular work, 
but they also know what has come before and what is to come 
after, and they can thus make their work tell more intelligently. 

There is an added advantage in this policy of transfer in 
that we can get better teachers for ungraded schools if they 
understand that if their work is satisfactory there is an oppor- 
tunity for promotion. While it may seem hard to those who 
patronize the ungraded schools to have to give up successful 
teachers, let me assure them that first-class teachers can rarely 
be found who will remain in a school of many grades unless 
obliged to do so from necessity. It then becomes our duty to 
claim their experience and not allow some other town or city 
to reap where we have sown. 

Changes in our teachers of music and physical culture have 
produced good results which their work in the schoolroom and 
their reports amply prove. The work in training for public 
speaking is one of the most valuable which we have under- 
taken, and the results of the success of last year will go far to 
put new life and interest into this important branch. 

The introduction of new text-books in’ arithmetic and 
geography has not only given clean books but it has brought 
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these subjects up to date, giving problems relating to present 
day interests, and maps giving the latest facts of geographical 
research. By making the change we have expended little 
money, for we have bought only as necessity has obliged us to 


purchase. | 
Our course of study has not been materially changed. We 


do not consider it perfect, and at our teachers’ meetings we 
have been searching for good things in other courses recently 
gotten out and have tried to put them into immediate practice. 
The need of more care in the use of the English language has 
been dwelt upon especially, and we are glad to notice good 
results already. 

The plan of having all the schools closed on the same day 
of each term for the purpose of attending the County Conven- 
tion and for visiting other schools has proved especially help- 
ful. Each teacher brings back new ideas which are presented 
at the next meeting of the teachers so that the day is many 
times more profitable to all the teachers. 

We note with pleasure the few cases of corporal punish- 
ment required in our schools. With the power in the hands of 
the teachers it is not abused and used only in extreme cases. It 
is a delight to witness the good feeling existing between teach- 
ers and pupils, for only under pleasant conditions can the best 
work be done. 

Many parents who take their children out of school for triv- 
ial reasons do not seem to realize that they are breaking the law 
of the state which requires the child to attend school every day 
that school keeps, from the time he is seven until he is fourteen. 
Could they know how it interferes with the child’s progress as 
the teachers know it, they would think twice before unnecessar- 
ily depriving the children of their schooling. At: best, illness 
will come to many, stormy days close the schools, vacations and 
holidays are not few and every school day is precious. 

The school physicians have attended to their duty and made 
their report to the state authorities. We believe they have been 
the means of helping ward off disease and of insuring the return 
of children to school only after they are in proper condition. 

Our schools have been broken up somewhat more than usual 
with contagious diseases of the milder type—but they come as 
a part of child life and are soon over. 
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The teachers, as they are required by law to do once a year 
have examined the eyes and ears of the pupils with the follow- 
ing results.

Number found defective in hearing : 20 
Number of parents or guardians notified ; 25 


Many other things might profitably engage the attention of 
our pupils such as sewing, cooking, school gardens, special teach- 
ing for backward children, industrial education, and we should 
be glad to see them taught, but with our present corps of teach- 
ers we are pressed for time to do what we are now attempting. 

For every word of encouragement from an interested pub- 
lic, we are grateful; for every visit made to the schools in the 
furtherance of better understanding between school and home, 
our thanks are due and for the special interest which you have 
taken all unite in hearty praise.

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As regards the various departments under our super- 
vision during the past year, we have nothing special to 
say, with the exception of street lighting; in this, by a 
vote of the Town, the matter of entering into a contract 
with the Edison Electric Hluminating Company of Bos- 
ton, for a term of years, was left to the discretion of 
the Selectmen, they to have the assistance of the Elec- 
tric Lighting Investigating Committee, chosen the pre- 
vious year, and consisting of Mr. Geo. Kempton, Col. 
E. H. Hewins, Rev. A. J: Dyer and Mr. Wm. L. Has- 
kell. After a number of meetings of the representatives 
of the Edison Company, the Lighting Committee and 
the Selectmen, a contract (which we believe to be a 
very fair and equitable one and which we have caused 
to be printed in this report) was agreed upon and 
signed. The Lighting Committee are deserving of a 
great deal of credit for the part they have taken in this 
matter, and the Selectmen are deeply indebted to them 
for their valuable assistance, and we also feel that a 
vote of thanks should be tendered to them by the Town 


for what they have done.

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THE CONTRACT 


This AGREEMENT, made this Eighth day of 
August, 1908, by and between THE EDISON ELEC- 
TRIC ILLUMINATING COMPANY OF BOSTON, 
a corporation duly organized under the laws of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts, hereinafter called the 
Company, its successors and assigns, of the first part, 
and the Inhabitants of the Town of Sharon, a munici- 
pality incorporated in said Commonwealth, hereinafter 
called the Town, of the second part, WITNESSETH: 

First: The Company agrees to furnish and the Town 
agrees to take its street lighting service, during such 
hours as may be designated by the Town, from the 
Company’s overhead system of wires, for a period of 
ten years from August 1, 1908, and thereafter during 
successive periods of one year each unless this agree- 
ment shall have been terminated by notice in writing 
given by either party to the other not less than thirty 
days prior to the beginning of any such successive 
yearly period. In default of such thirty days’ notice, 
this agreement shall, without further notice or agree- 
ment, be deemed to be extended for an additional twelve 
month next succeeding the end of the yearly period then 
current. 

The lamps, poles, wires, fixtures and other apparatus, 
appliances and materials necessary for the performance 
of this contract shall be furnished by the Company, and 
shall be kept in good order and condition by it. The 
Company will replace all lamps when broken or other- 
wise defective. 

Second: The number of lamps at the commencement 
is to be not less than two hundred (200) incandescent 
and no arc lamps. 


~ 
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Third: The Town agrees, for the considerations 
herein recited, to pay to the Company as follows :— 

For each 40 c. p, incandescent lamp a fixed cost per 
lamp year of $10.80, and a running cost per lamp hour 
of 1/4 cent. 

For each 60 c. p. incandescent lamp a fixed cost per 
lamp year of $12., and a running cost per lamp hour 
of 3/10 cent. 

For each 425 watt, A. C. arc’lamp, a fixed cost per 
lamp year of $36., and a running cost per lamp hour of 
Daya jcent. 


First Deduction: A deduction of one cent per hour per 
incandescent lamp and three cents per hour per arc 
lamp will be made for all outages, provided written 
notice of same is received by the Company on or before 
the fifth of the succeeding month. 


Second Deduction: A discount of ten per cent. is to 
be allowed on the amounts as above determined. 

Payments hereunder shall be made to the Company 
on the regular pay day of the Town in each month for 
the service furnished under this contract during the pre- 
ceding month. 

Fourth: After the lapse of three years from the date 
of this Agreement, and not oftener than once in three 
years, the Company or the Town may apply to the 
Board of Gas and Electric Light Commissioners for a 
revision in the price of the lighting service herein pro- 
vided for, and on the decision of said Commissioners 
the prices shall be correspondingly changed, provided 
that no constitutional right would thereby be infringed. 

Fifth: The Company agrees to indemnify and save 
harmless the Town against any and all claims for dam-. 
ages, any and all loss, cost and expense on account of 
injury to persons or property, arising in any way out 
of the erection, construction, maintenance or use of any 
of the lamps, poles, wires, fixtures, and other apparatus 
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and appliances furnished by the Company hereunder, 
except where such injury is caused by the Town, its 
officers, servants or agents, while acting as agents of 
the Town; and against any and all claims for damages 
by reason of any alleged infringement of patent rights 
in the use of lamps, poles, wires, fixtures, machinery, 
and other apparatus, appliances and material supplied 
by the Company hereunder; and agrees, at its-own ex- 
pense, to assume the defence of all-actions at law or 
in equity which may be brought against the Town for 
any alleged infringement of patent rights as aforesaid, 
and also against all decrees, judgments and orders of 
any Court in relation to such alleged infringements. 


Sixth: The Company agrees that the Town may at 
all times, with or without the Company's knowledge, 
employ a competent person to examine and test the 
electrical currents and apparatus employed in furnish- 
ing the lighting service herein provided for, to ascertain 
whether or not the Company is complying with the 
terms of this contract; and, for such purpose the Com- 
pany agrees that such competent person may have ac- 
cess, at all reasonable times, to all said lamps, poles, 
wires, fixtures, and other apparatus of the Company in 
the Town used in carrying out this contract. The 
Town agrees to indemnify and save harmless the Com- 
pany against any and all claims for damages, loss, cost 
and expense on account of injury to persons, or prop- 
erty, arising in any way out of the employment, act or 
neglect of any such person, except such as may arise in 
whole or in part from the fault or neglect of the Com- 
pany, its agents or servants, while acting as agents of 
the Company. 


In case two tests of any circuit or lamp shall be made, 
separated by an interval of not less than one hour dur- 
ing any one night, and both of said tests shall show that 
the Company is not furnishing the electrical energy or 
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light required by this contract, then the lamps of such 
circuit shall be deemed to be “outages,” as provided in 


Third Article. 


Seventh: The arc lamps contemplated in this con- 
tract are of the six and six-tenths (6 6/10) ampere 
“Alternating Current Enclosed” pattern, requiring an 
electrical energy of four hundred and twenty-five (425) 
watts on an average, and the incandescent lamps con- 
templated in this contract shall average 3 1/2 amperes, 
requiring an energy of fifty (50) watts for the 4o 
candle power and seventy-five (75) watts for the 60 
candle power. Tests showing variations of not exceed- 
ing 5 per cent. above or below the rated energy shall 
be considered satisfactory. The Company may change 
the type of lamps on due notice to the Town, provided 
the candle power and quality be not decreased. 


Eighth: Additional lamps shall be located as may be 
designated by the Town, provided the Company shall 
not be required to extend its lines more than four hun- 
dred (400) feet for any lamp; provided, however, that 
the Town may require extension of lines for additional 
lamps at any time during the term of this contract by 
paying the cost of so much of the extension as exceeds 
that herein required to be made by the Company, such 
payments to apply as credits on future bills for lighting 
on such additional lines. 


Whenever requested by the Town, the Company will 
change the location of any lamp at the expense of the 
Town, such expense not to exceed five (5) dollars for 
each arc lamp and three (3) dollars for each incan- 
descent lamp so moved, unless new lines or poles are 
required. 


Ninth: Should the Town at any time find that the 
Company is not complying fully with the terms and 
requirements of this contract, the Town shall imme- 
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diately notify the Company of such fact, and the Com- 
pany shall at once remedy the fault. 

Tenth: The discontinuance of any street or high- 
way shall have the effect of discontinuing whatever 
lamps may have been located on such way.. The Town 
may at any time discontinue a lamp or lamps for reason- 
able cause, but the minimum number of lamps in ser- 
vice at any time shall not be less than 95 per cent. of 
the maximum number in service at any time prior 
thereto. In case of such discontinuance the installation 
of new lamps at other locations shall be charged and 
paid for the same as changes of location under Article 
Eighth hereof until the original number installed shall 
have again been reached. 

Eleventh: No laborer, workman or mechanic working 
within this Commonwealth in the employ of the con- 
tractor, sub-contractor, or other person doing or contract- 
ing to do the whole or a part of the work contemplated 
by this contract shall be requested or required to work 
more than eight hours in any one calendar day,

Report of the Trustees of the 
Public Library 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sharon: 


Herewith is submitted the twenty-ninth annual report 
of the Trustees of the Public Library, also the Libra- 
rian’s report of circulation and the Treasurer’s account. 

It will be noted in comparing the Librarian’s report 
with that of last year that there is a great gain in circu- 
lation. This gain is so large as to more than offset any 
loss of last year, a loss considered due to the few new 
books we felt at liberty to purchase owing to lack of 
room. This obstacle to the proper carrying on of the 
library has not yet been overcome, the shelves being 
now so full that with all books in circulation, absent 
volumes in some sections have to be crowded on top of 
others or placed on the floor: With the growing in- 
terest in and use of the library, your trustees hope that 
soon some adequate provisions may be made not only 
for the books for home circulation but also for books of 
reference which, under present conditions, we are un- 
able to provide. 

In order to make up in part for the poverty of our 
reference department we have this year introduced 
“The Reader's Guide,” an index which renders avail- 
able the many valuable articles contained in the periodi- 
cals which the library possesses. In our other additions 
we have kept to about the same proportion of fiction 
and non-fiction as before; two of fiction to one of more 
solid reading. The demand is for somewhat more fic- 
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tion, but following the example of the largest and best 
public libraries we consider this proportion right. 

Miss Emma A. Baker, for twenty years our librarian, 
has resigned her position, the resignation to take effect 
on January 15, 1909. The Trustees in accepting het 
resignation wish to express their appreciation of her 
long and faithful services. In filling the office of libra- 
rian we are fortunate in being able to secure the ser- 
vices of Miss Isadora B. Paine who for some years has 
worked as an able assistant with Miss Baker. ‘Miss 
Paine brings to her task an intimate knowledge of books 
and also of methods of library management. Mrs. 
Hodgdon, a former substitute, has been elected assistant.

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REPORT OF THE WATER COMMISSIONERS 
FOR THE YEAR ENDING DEC. 31, 1908. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sharon: 


Your Board of Water Commissioners submit the 
following as their report for the year ending Dec. 31, 
1908. 

This year the dry season came in June, somewhat 
earlier than last year, and the maximum amount was 
pumped in that month, continuing until August, when 
the consumption began to fall off. The consumption 
of water this year was the greatest in the history of 
the works, reaching a total of 40,957,993 gallons, ex- 
ceeding the amount pumped last year by 4,578,035 gal- 
lons; part of this increase was caused by the break on 
Pond Street and the increase of water used for street 
sprinkling purposes. The consumption has risen from 
16,080,632 gallons in 1898 to 40,957,993 gallons this 
year, an increase of 24,877,361 gallons. | 

Extensions have been made this year as follows: 

1,300 feet of 8-inch pipe on North Main Street 

48 feet of 6-inch pipe on East Street 


12 feet of 6-inch pipe on Huntington Avenue 
200 feet of 2-inch pipe on Highland Avenue 


It is expected that the laying of an 8-inch main 
from Tolman Street to Miss Barney’s will be completed 


in the early spring. 
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The work of the year in detail will be found in the 
annexed report of the Superintendent. Your Board 
would recommend an appropriation of $1,000 for the 
ensuing year for rent of water, for hydrants, fountains, 
public buildings and street sprinkling.

SHARON WATER WORKS. 


Regulations and Water Rates. 


The following regulations shall be considered a part 
of the contract with every person who uses the water: 


1. All applications for the use of water must be 
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made at the office of the Water Commissioners, on the 
form prescribed, stating truly and fully the various 
uses to which the water ts to be applied, and signed 


by the owner or agent of the property. 


2. Connections and Service Pipes—The Commis- 
sioners will make all connections with the mains, and 
extend the service pipes to the street line, furnishing 
the pipe and stop-cocks (which pipes and stop-cocks 
shall remain the property of the Town and under its 
sole control). All service pipes and fixtures inside the 
street line shall be put in by the consumer or at his 


cost. 


3. The Water Commissioners reserve the right to 
refuse to connect with plumbing which has not been 
examined and approved by their Superintendent or 
Agent, and service pipe laid by takers upon their prem- 
ises must not be covered until inspected by the Agent 
of the Water Board, and quality of pipe must be de- 
termined by the Commissioners, 

4. No alterations in any water pipe or water fix- 
tures whereby the consumption of water is increased, 
shall be made without giving notice to and obtaining 
a permit from the Water Commissioners, 

No plumber or other person shall make alterations 
in or additions to any water pipe or fixtures aforesaid, 
unless the owner or agent shows a permit therefor, 
signed by the Water Commissioners, and then only to 


the extent stated therein. 


5. All persons taking water must provide a stop 
and waste cock, properly located inside their building, 
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and have their pipe so arranged that the water can be 
drawn from them in case of danger from frost. 

They must keep their own water pipes and all fix- 
tures connected therewith in good repair and protected 
from frost. 

The strength of all pipes used, their protection against 
freezing, the kind of faucets and other fixtures, the 
general arrangement of the work in reference to se- 
curity and safety, and the keeping of all pipes and 
fixtures in proper repair, shall be in accordance with 
any directions, either special or general, given by the 
Water Commissioners. 


6. No plumber or any other person except the Su- 
perintendent of Water Works shall tap any water main 
or connect any service pipe therewith, nor shall any 
plumber or other person turn on or shut off the water 
from any pipe or hydrant where the stop-cock is not 
located on his own premises, 


7. No water taker will be allowed to supply water 
to any other person or families, nor shall any person 
take or carry away water from any hydrant, watering 
trough or public fountain without the consent of the 
Water Commissioners, nor after such consent has been 
withdrawn. 


8. There shall be no unnecessary waste of water, 
either to prevent freezing or for any other cause. All 
water closets must be self-closing. 

The use of hose must be confined to the purposes 
named in the application and to the premises of the 
taker and the street immediately bodering such premises.

It must not be used for filling tanks or reservoirs, or 


any other domestic purpose whatever. 


g. The Water Commissioners, their department of- 
ficers and assistants, may enter the premtses of any 
water taker supplied with water between the hours of 
8 o,clock, A. M. and 6 o’clock, P. M., to examine the 
pipes and fixtures, the quantity of water used and the 


manner of its use. 


1c, Parties using meters must measure all the water 
supplied to the premises on which they are set. 

11. When water shall be supplied to mare than one 
party through a single tap the bill for the whole supply 
furnished through such tap will be made to the owner 
of the cstate or to some one tenant who shall agree to 
become responsible therefor. 

12. Water rates must be paid at the office of the 
Water Board. — 

‘Those for regular water rates in advance, annually, 
on the first day of July. Bills for fractional parts of a 
term, on the first day of the month succeeding the 
letting on of water. Bills for measured and estimated 
water, quarterly, and all other bills for water, labor 
and materials on the first day of the month succeeding 
their contraction. 

If bills remain unpaid for one month after they be- 
come due the water will be shut off, and on all bills 
paid after the water has been shut off, the sum of one 
dollar in addition to the bill, must be paid before the 
water will be let on again. 

13. No person shall be entitled to damages nor to 
have any portion of a payment refunded for any stop- 
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page, for purposes of additions or repairs, nor for 
non-use, occasioned by absence, nor for stoppage for 
any purpose whatever, which, in the opinion of the 
Water Commissioners may be deemed necessary. 

14. No fireman or other person, except for the legiti- 
mate purpose of extinguishing fires, shall open any fire 
hydrant or stop-cock connected with the fire service, 
without the consent of the Water Commissioner. 

Persons or corporations neglecting or refusing to 
comply with said Rules and Regulations are liable to 
have their supply of water cut off. 

15. On all premises continuously unoccupied for 
more than six months during the year from July to 
July, and where the unoccupancy is reported to the 
Superintendent so that he can shut off the supply from 
the street, a rebate will be made of one-half of the rate 
above first faucet and hose charges, less a charge of 
$1.00 each for shutting off and turning on the water. 
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SUPERINTENDENT’S REPORT FOR 1908. 





To the Board of Water Commissioners of the Town

Gentlemen:—I herewith submit the Thirteenth An- 
nual Report of this Department for the year ending 
December 31, 1908. 

Twelve services have been added this year and seven 
discontinued, making 379 now in use. 

The average length has been over twenty-four feet, 
the average cost $12.12, all services being lead pipe. | 

One small leak has been repaired on the iron pipe. 

On October 22, the first break in the cement pipe 
occurred, shortly after 4 P. M., water was shut off the 
following morning and the break repaired and water 
turned on again at 11 P. M.; the burst was evidently 
caused by the cement being broken off the inside of the 
pipe, and the iron jacket had partly corroded through 
and then gave way. 

The pumping station should be painted outside this 
year and the coal shed repaired and painted. 

The machinery has had quite a general overhauling 
this year and is in very good order, 

Three standpipes have been erected for use in filling 
the watering carts. 

Four new hydrants have been added, making seventy- 
four now in use. 

All the usual repair of stop boxes, etc., and the oiling 


of hydrants, etc., has been attended to.

REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


Herewith is submitted the annual report of the School 
Committee to whom you have entrusted the’ manage- 
men of your school affairs. 

Our report is supplemented by that of the Superin- 
tendent of Schools, which we especially recommend to 
you for careful study, as contained therein are important 
details of the year’s work, showing that during the 
past year the record of the schools has been one of 


quiet and steady growth in educational efficiency, 


CLOSING THE DISTRICT SCHOQ@a 


As recommended in our last year’s report, the North 
East and West District Schools were closed at the 
end of the Spring Term and the pupils transferred to 
the Centre Schools. 

Not a single complaint has come to the attention of 
the Committee from) parents on account of this action. 

That this was a wise move cannot be disputed as the 


more rapid progress in the work of the pupils trans- 
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ferred bears testimony, and we refer with satisfaction 
to the work of the Superintendent of Schools on this 
subject. 

Parents, we believe, realize the superior advantages 
attained by their children in sending them to the graded 
schools. Better teachers, closer supervision, class 


work, are all conducive to better and more intelligent 
results, 


NEW HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING 


In last year’s report attention was called to the inade- 
quate school accommodations, thereby seriously interfer- 
ing with the work. | 

At the March meeting, a Committee was appointed 
to consider the question of providing additional school 
rooms. The Committee at once entered upon its duties, 
and at a Town meeting held during the summer made 
its report which was accepted, and at the same meeting 


the following vote was passed :— 

“VOTED. That the matter be referred back to the 
Committee, they to act in conjunction with the School 
Committee, to prepare plans, specifications and other 
data for the building of a new High School house, and 
also to offer proposals to at least five land owners to 
make offers of price for building sites, and to bring 
the whole matter before the Town as a special town 


meeting called for the purpose.”

A meeting of the Committee thus chosen was held, 
organization effected, and after several meetings a report 
was presented to the Town at a special meeting called 
in the fall. 

The report of the Committee was accepted, and the 
matter dropped. 

This action of the Town, however summary, cannot 
for a moment obscure the fact that consideration of 
the question of providing additional school room must

an) 


| will continue to be agitated until it is accomplished. 
A condition, not a theory, confronts the Town. 

The annual school census shows an increase in the 
Town during the last year of sixty-seven children. The 
law requires that they be given proper instruction in the 
T’ublic Schools. The law is also very strict in regulat- 
ing the size of school rooms and the number of scholars 
in each room, heating, ventilating and other hygienic 
requirements. 

Complying with these regulations involves consider- 
able expenditure. of money. Our schools are over- 
crowded and relief must be had. 

While the Committee feel that existing conditions 
constitute a sufficient reason for prompt action on 
the part of the Town, let us urge one or two additional 
considerations. 

Sharon can no longer, at least from present indi- 
cations, depend upon the advent of industries to increase 
its population or taxable property. It must develop, 
if at all, as a residential community. Its healthful 
situation and low fares to the City are not the only 


obiects sought by prospective residents of the Town. 
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The first and most important question people with 
families ask is “Hlow are the Schools, are they up to 
dater” What better asset can the Town possess than 
a new modern well equipped High School Building? 
Good schools more than anything else will induce 
families to come to Sharon. Once here, they will build 
homes; these homes will increase taxable property and 
add to the revenue of the Town. In every community 
will be found people who honestly, we will assume, 
oppose everything in the way of advancement or pro- 
gress but the greatest good for the greatest number 
should outweigh personal or selfish motives. What 
other or better inducement can Sharon offer as a means 
of stimulating growth and prosperity? 

We believe the report of the Committee, which was 
thorough and exhaustive, and which was accepted by 
the Town last fall, should be adopted and the plans 
outlined therein be promptly put into execution. 

The necessary articles will again be inserted in the 
Warrant for the annual Town meeting for the con- 
sideration of the citizens, 


FIRE ESCAPE ON HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING. 


A fire escape was erected on the rear of the High 
School Building extending from the second story to the 
ground, and the upper hall partitioned off so that in 
case the stairway to the first floor should become im- 
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passible, scholars in all the rooms on the second floor 
can easily reach and pass over the fire escape to the 
ground. 

A large fire gong was installed in an accessible place 
which is used for fire drill and fire alarm purposes only. 

Some changes were made in the outer doors of the 
High Street building. Two fire extinguishers were 
also placed in each of the High School and High Street 
buildings. 

The expense of erecting the fire escape and other 
necessary changes for the safety of pupils amounted to 
one hundred fifty-two and 74/100 dollars for which 
the Committee asks to be reimbursed. 


FIRE DRILLS. 


Fire drills in both the centre school buildings are 
held twice each month and reports of the same are 
sent to the School Committee, and are recorded with the 
minutes of their meetings. Pupils having been drilled 
for fire or other emergency should be able to leave 


the buildings without panic or injury. 


FEACHERS, 


It is with pleasure that we again report that our — 
teachers, as a body, are taking an active and pains- 
taking interest in their work. The demand for good

teachers far exceeds the supply and the Town is to be 
congratulated upon the efficiency of its present teaching 
force. They are well educated, competent, hard-work- 


ing and conscientious. 


CONCLUSION. 


The home and school constitute the foundation upon 
which our institutions are reared and maintained. The 
home has its perplexing problems, likewise the school, 
and some of these problems have common points of 
interest to both, 

Parents should consider the education of their chil- 
dren with as much seriousness as they do their physical 
and moral well-being. 

Criticism of and comment upon the conduct of the 
schools are welcome, for only by co-operation with the 
School Committee and the teachers, can the schools 
become the pride of the citizens who support them.

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENE 


To the School Committee of Sharon: 

Ladies and Gentlemen:—It gives me pleasure to pre- 
sent my eighteenth annual report of the schools of 
Sharon for the year from January, 1908, to January, 
1909. As usual, the statistics taken from the registers 
close with the year ending in June, 1908.

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This table will not be completely understood with- 
out further explantion. By the closing of the North, 
East and West schools and transporting the pupils to 
the Center schools some necessary changes were made, 
so that each room should have two grades, with the 
exception of the first grade. Beginning with the sec- 
ond grade up to the high school, each, room, in order, 
has 47, 45, 44, 48, 65. This number is well within the 
requirements made by the State, with the exception of 
the last, and the law has been fully observed in this 
room by the appointment of an assistant teacher. Had 
there been no changes in the arrangement of the 
schools, there would still have been enough pupils in 
the seventh and eight grades to require the services of 
an assistant, so that really we are saving the expense 


of three regular teachers. 


The cost of running the North, East and West 
schools, as recorded in the Report of 1907, was 
$1,496.80, exclusive of repairs and incidentals, but in- 
cluding teachers’ and janitors’ salaries, fuel and 


cleaning. 


It would cost the Town $42.75 for each pupil that 
it educated in the outside schools, provided every child 
below the high school were compelled to attend school 
in his own district. It costs for each pupil with trans- 
portation $31. 


The average cost to the Town per pupil, including 
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the high school, is $34. The saving of money is not 
the only consideration nor, in my opinion, the greatest. 
There is a great saving in the time of the supervisors, 
who now find their pupils in three buildings, and can 
give all the time formerly used in traveling from school 
to school to their work, and can do better work by 
having the enthusiasm which more pupils excite. They 
practically find time to visit the Center schools every 


week and the South School once a month. 


Should one question the quality of work done in a 
small, ungraded school with the best teacher which the 
position will command, as compared with that done in 
a graded school of sufficient numbers, it is only neces- 
sary to know that very few from these schools could 
enter the first division. Some found that their prep- 
aration was not equal to the demands made upon them, 
and either left school or took a place in a lower grade. 
We find that it is not always lack of ability, for some 
of these become our best pupils and take high rank. 

The conclusion seems naturally to be that, while it 
costs less, we are getting more for our money, and no 
greater step in advance has been taken by the Sharon 
schools than when it was decided to close the small 
outlying schools and transport to the Center. 

Another feature greatly assists us in advancing the 
pupils in their work, and that is the greater regularity 


of attendance. Tardiness is pratically eliminated by 
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transportation. Pupils that are taken from their homes 
and carried to the school grounds are present and in 
good condition for work even in somewhat inclement 
weather. Teachers and pupils both have found it very 
difficult to reach school over country roads in bad 
weather and the waste from this source in the past has 
been enormous. Every break has to be repaired and 
it takes valuable time and hinders progress. Already 
we have many days out for legal holidays, visiting days 
and severe storms without having unnecessarily to add 


to the number. 


Never in my connection with the schools has the 
work progressed so smoothly as during the fall term 
and I feel certain we have never obtained better results. 
Contagious disease has been a detriment to those af- 
flicted and we have had our full share. The laws re- 
lating to these matters are so strict in these days that 
much more time is lost than formerly but those who 
have been able to attend have gone steadily forward. 
This is due to the excellent teachers that we have 
been able to secure. Prospective vacancies were known 
long enowgh in advance to enable one to secure teachers 
of the first class, picked from a large number of possi- 
ble candidates and for) positions which appealed to the 
teachers, as no small many-graded position possibly 


would. 


We have also changed our method of teaching read- 
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ing at the beginning of the course and the results in 


this subject have been exceedingly gratifying. The 
method is call The Aldine and consists in first learn- 
ing rhymes which contain the words desired to be 
learned and then weaving these into interesting sen- 
tences in a book from which the pupils read with evident 
delight. Phonics are not neglected so that new words 
not found in the rhymes can be found out by sounding. 
To my mind the secret of the whole methad, so far as 
it exceeds what we have been using, consists in the 
interesting sentences which are made by the constant 
repetition of the words learned. They do not seem to 
to be manufactured to introduce words regardless of 
sense but are made to hold the attention of the pupil 


by increasing his interest in the story. 


Arithmetic has not received so much attention in the 
first grade as formerly, though we have not neglected 
it entirely. Familiarity with numbers is obtained, fig- 
ures are made and the simple processes learned and 
judging from the happy faces there are a good many 


who in early life enjoy numbers as much as reading. 


This method of teaching reading is continued in 
the second grade with corresponding interest and the 
expression in reading is developed in a very pleasing 
manner. Here we continue numbers, in increased ear- 
nestness, and never let up in our effort until the gram- 


mar grades are finished and yet the business world is 
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crying that the graduates of grammar schools have 


forgotten their arithmetic. 


The introduction of new music books has added 
much to the interest in music. When a teacher says 
she has found a book without a poor piece of music in 
it we may well account for the pleasure which the 
children experience. I, believe we may find a further 
reason for increased interest, in the greater amount of 
effort put forth by the teachers between the times of 
the Supervisor’s visits. Lessons given a week apart 
have little progress to show when compared with faith- 
ful drill every day. And when this drill becomes a 
pleasure from the intrinsic worth of the material worked 


upon, the results are indeed gratifying. 


It would be wrong for me not to call your attention 
and that of the Town to the lack of room for the 
High School. Closing our eyes and refusing to listen 
do not change the facts in the case. The present at- 
tendance upon the High School is sixty-one. Of this 
number it is expected that not more than four will 
graduate. There are thirty-seven candidates in prepa- 
ration for the High School with good prospect that 
most of them will enter. With these figures before 
us it is easy to see that there is little doubt that there 
will be a number next year far in excess of our present 
number. One needs but to visit the School to see the 


crowded condition under the present arrangements and 
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to question what will be done with a greater number. 
Looking at it from the standpoint of the health of the 
pupils, such a condition ought not to exist. Looking 
at it from the point of discipline, the rooms are too 
crowded. From the point of scholarship, who could 
expect teachers to accomplish work of the desired 
quality under so cramped surroundings? Relieve the 
High School and you help the grammar school which 
needs relief fully as much as the high school in all 


respects mentioned, 


Having now eight grades below the high school to 
do the most effective work we need eight rooms which 
the two Center buildings would furnish were the high 


school removed to another place. 


We close the year with ten more belonging to all 
the schools than at this time a year ago and fifteen 
- more in the grades below the high school. ‘This is not 
a large growth, but if it continues, as it is likely to do, 
for the census reports 67 more between 5 and 15 than 
a year ago, it will in time furnish still larger numbers 
for the high school, for as never before parents and 
pupils alike are seeing the necessity for a higher edu- 
cation and are embracing the opportunities offered them. 

The examination of the eyes and ears of the pupils 
by the teachers which they are required to do once a 


year gave the following results: 


Number of pupils enrolled in the schools 383 
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Number found defective in eyesight go 
Number found defective in hearing 14 
Number of parents or guardians notified 47 


The manifest interest which many people in Sharon 
take in the public schools should not go unnoticed. 
Their presence in the different school rooms during 
the year and their interest in the public exhibitions 
given by the pupils attest sympathy and desire to en- 
courage all who are making the effort. The weekly 
gathering of the pennies for the purpose of encouraging 
thrift is no small endeavor and will surely reap its 
reward. ‘The gifts to those caring for the schools and 
to the pupils therein by individuals and the Fortnightly 
Club are greatly appreciated, not only for their real 
worth but more for the kind spirit manifested. Where 
there is no question of appreciation, the manifestation 
of it is one of the greatest pleasures of life.

Synoposis of Town Meetings 
1909 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 


NORFOLK, SS. 


To Charsles S. Curtis, Constable of the Town of Sharon, 
GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you 
are hereby directed to notify and warn the Inhabitants 
of the Town of Sharon, qualified to vote in elections 
and town affairs, to meet in the Town Hall in said 
Sharon, on Monday, the First day of March, 1909, at 
5.45 o’clock, A. M., then and there to act on the 
following articles: 


Article 1st. T’o choose a Moderator to preside in said 


meeting. 


Article 2d. To choose the following Town Officers— 
Moderator, Town Clerk, Town Treasurer, Tax Collector, 
Tree Warden, Three Constables, Three Auditors, ‘Three 
Fence Viewers, Three Field Drivers, all for the term of one 
year. Three Selectmen, one for the term of one year, one 
for the term of two years, one for the term of three years. 
Assessor for the term of three years. Water Commissioner, 
Three Overseers of the Poor, one for the term of one year, one 
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for the term of two years and one for the term of three years 
Sinking Fund Commissioner, Member of the Board of 
Health, Two Trustees of the Public Library and Two School 
Committee all for the term of three years. ‘To vote yes or 
no upon the follow'ng question: ‘‘Shall licenses be granted 
for the sale of intoxicating liquors in this town?’’ All the 
above to be brought in on the Official Ballot. | 


Article 3d. To choose Trustees of the School Funds and 
a Finance Committee of nine members by ballot and such 
other Officers, in such manner as the Town may determine. 


Article 4th. To hear and act upon the reports of the 
several Town Officers as printed. 


Article 5th. To see what action the Town will take in 
the matter of discount on the taxes of the present year. 


Article 6th. To see what action the Town willtakein the 
matter of interest on taxes and to determine the manner of 
collecting the taxes for the ensuing year. 


Article 7th. To see what compensation shall be paid for 
Collecting the taxes for the ensuirg year. 


Article 8th. To see if the Town will vote to give the 
Collector the same power as the Town Treasurer has, when 
he is appointed Collector of Taxes. 


Article 9th. To see 1f the Town will authorize the Town

Your committee on congested school question earnestly and 
sincerely request every citizen of Sharon, Mags., to attend the 
Special Town Meeting, which will be held in the Town Hall on 
Friday, Sept. 24,1909, at 8 p. m., in order that we may all have 
the opportunity of free expression and careful consideration of 
this, the most important matter thai has been under considera 
tion in our town affairs fcr many a day. Please nite copy of re 
port which was submitted at the last meeting from the said 
committee. 


Your committee, appcinted at a special town meeting, “toa 
investigate the congested cordition cf the ischocls,”’ would mest 
respectfully submit that we have held public meetings in the 
four district schools and have had the High school and the High 
street school open for public inspection. Notice of these meet- 
ings and inspections were printed in circular form and mailed 
to every name on the voting list. We have also held a joint meet. 
jug with the school committee. Through these various sources 
and from school committeemen and teachers in other towns, 
and particularly from a very thorough investigation of our school 
buildings, their capacity, the number cf pupils attending these 
schools last year, and the probable number of scholars to en 
ter this fall, we have obtained all the information possible in 
the time ‘at our disposal, and hereby beg leave to make the fol 
lowing report and recommendations: 


1. District Schools. 

There was a time when it was impossible to supply educa 
tion in any other manner than through this system, and it is 
true that the foundation of many successful careers was laid in 
the district school, It has been demonstrated, however, that 
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by centralization of schocls, properly regulated, the towns car. 
furnish the very best kind of an education, in graded schools, at. 
a nominal cost per pupil, Those who have attended the meet 
ings in the District schools are practically unanimous that one 
teacher cannot teach eight grades with justice to herself or her 
pupils. Each,grade has its backward pupils. When a teachergives 
proper time to these scholars she must of necessity neglect the 
numerous classes which she must teach daily. In the judgment 
of your committee, the district school has been superseded by 
the modern and far superior method of education—the graded 
school—and in our opinion the district schools should be dis- 
carded as fast as practicable in order that the children in the 
outlying districts may have an opportunity for education equal 
to the children who attend the Centre schools—and no parents 
should be forced to send a child to the district school if he pre- 
fers to send his children to the Certre. 


2. East. District School. 

Several of the citizens in the East District are desirous that 
this school be kept open for the smaller children who may at- 
tend the first four grades inasmuch as the town has voted to 
open this school, and as the school committee has unanimously 
voted to provide a teacher, it would seem, proper to respect ‘the 
desire of those who have advocated this opening—but let us 
also respect the honest desire of those parents who want their 
children to get the best kind of an education we can afford to 
give them, and who want their little ones to attend the graded 
school. The number of pupils in the first four grades next year 
may be eight or ten, but if every child in the district (up to the 
eighth grade) should be forced to attend this school it would not 
relieve the congestion in the Centre schools, because the few 
pupils are scattered through so miany grades that the vacancies 
would hardly be appreciable. 


3. West District School. 

This district is unique in that it has a teacher whose per: 
manent place of residence is within its borders, and this teach- 
er seems to have given general satisfaction to the parents of 
thildren residing there. These parents, however, do not feel 
that even a first-class teacher ought ‘to teach more than four or 
five grades, and, therefore, if this good judgment should be car- 
ried into effect there would be only six or seven pupils in at- 
tendance at this school next year, in addition to the children who 
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will be sent there from Mr. Deming’s home. There seems to h* 
a feeling among the citizens of this district that Mr. Deming’s 
boys should be prohibited from attending this school, but your 
committee cannot agree with this sentiment—believing that 
every child in our town should be welcome to educational facil- 
ities. It is undoubtedly true, however, that the cities from 
whence these boys come may be liable for the usual per capita 
for their education, and this is a matter which we desire to call 
to the attention of the board of selectmen, who will, withont 
doubt, give it due consideration. 

Inasmuch as this school has not been closed, its continua- 
tion will not relieve the Centre schools, and if the children above 
the fourth grade are sent to the Centre, this will add about eight 
pupils to the grammar school. The parents in this district should 
be privileged to send their children to the Centre, if they choose 


4. West District School. 

The parents in this district are practically unanimous thai 
they will not send their children to this school, even if it should 
be opened, because their children are getting much better train- 
ing at ‘the Certre schools, and the opening of the West school 
would be a step backward. A careful census snows that only 
ten or twelve pupils could be compelled to attend this school 
if ic were opened, and as these children are all ages and are scat- 
tered through five grades their compulsory attendance at the 
West school would not relieve the congestion at the Centre. 
When this school was closed there were in attendance seven 
pupils in seven grades. 


5. North District School. 

A few citizens living nearly opposite the schoolhouse favy- 
ored the opening of this school, but practically all the parents 
were opposed. Inasmuch as there are only six or seven children 
in this district who would be eligible to attend ‘this school, it 
would seem to be poor judgment to open it for reasons already 
mentioned, and because of the lack of competition which is so 
essential among children as an element of progress. 


6. Transportation. 

The facilities of transportation during the past year have 
been to a certain extent an experiment, and, therefore, not en- 
tirely satisfactory. The school committee should devise a scheme 
for transportation which would provide vehicles that could be 
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closed up in bad weather and furnished with straw and_ plenty 
of robes during the cold season; with a man in charge who will 
make it his duty to see that the children are comfortable and- 
that good order is observed. Other towns are able to provide this 
kind of transportation for their school children, and Sharon 
should not be found lacking in this respect. The saving in teach- 
ers’ Salaries will be more than gufficient to furnish proper trans- 
portation. 

The state laws prescribe that every child in every towr 
shall have high schcol opportunity, even if it is necessary to 
provide transportation facilities and to pay tuition to some other — 
town or city. Tuition is usually figured on a basis of from $80 ) 
to $75 for each pupil. 

As an illustration of the policy of the state regarding the 
closing of the district schools and transporting the children to 
zraded school's, we find that there was $22,118.00 spent for trans- 
portation in 1889, and $252,451.00 in 1907. This is a practical 
demonstration of. the tendency towards centralization. 


7. Care of Children at Noon and Recess. 


Children who are obliged to take their lunch to school should 
have good warm quarters in which to eat same, and a teacher 
should be on duty during recess and noon hours to see that the 
children are comfortable, and that proper deportment _is ob- 
served. This duty could be divided up in such a way that no 
teacher would be overburdened. An arrangement of this kind 
is most essential and it is understood that the school. committee 
are agreed that this is a necessity. * 


8. Centre Schools. 

The laws of the State Board cf Health make the following 
requirements regarding the capacity of a schoolrocm: 

From back to back of desks, 2 feet 9 inches. 

Aisles, from 20 to 24 inches. 

216 cubic feet per scholar, grammar grades. 

165 cubic feet per scholar, primary grades. 

16 square feet per scholar, grammar and high. 

14 square feet per scholar, primary. 

This is based on a maximum allowed in a rcom 28 feet by 
32 feet by 13 feet 6 inches, viz.: 48 pupils, 

The rooms in our High school building are. as follows: 

High school (1 Assembly room), 29 feet by 31 feet 6 inches 
by 10 feet.

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Grammar school (2 lower rooms), 29 feet by 31 feet 6 inches 
by 11 feet. 

The rocms in the High school building are 23 feet by 28 
feet by 12 feet. 

You will note that none of these rooms are as large as the 
dimensions of the room used for example by the State Board 
of Health. ‘

9. Suggestions from Citizens.

The maximum tumber of scholars allowed by law in rooms 
the size of those in our grammar school is 46—in the high school 
enly 42—and in the High street school (for primary scholars 
only) 46. 

Educators are practically unanimous in the conclusion that 
no teacher should teach more than 45 pupils in one room with 
ene grade, and not more than 40 pupils in one room with twe 
grades. 

Three pupils graduated from the High school this year, and

there are 35 pupils to enter in the fall term, which will make 
the number of pupils in the High school 85, at least, this com- 
ing term, an average increase of 30 in the average attendance 
for last year. 

There will be as many pupils in the grammar sechocl next 
year as there were. last year (probably more); and, so far as 
can be estimated, there will be as many beginners ito enter the 
first grade as there were last year. Therefore, these two schools 
(primary and grammar) will have as large an attendance next 
term as last. 

Inasmuch as the State Board of Health has condemned the 
crowded condition of the grammar-school recms the school 
committee will be obliged to arrange for the accommodation of 
the ‘sixth grade or some other grade at the Lower Town Hall, or 
elsewhere, next year. This grade will have about 30 pupils, but 
even after taking them away from the High school building, this 
will still leave about 80 pupils in seventh and eighth grades. 
These gradeswill each have a room, and will ‘start off the fall 
term with about 40 pupils in each room. 

The High school should have an assembly room large 
enough to accommodate the total number of scholars at one 
time. There are four grades in this scheol and these grades 
have 93 periods of recitation per week, or 18 and a fraction re- 
citations per day. This necessitates the use of four classrooms. 

Inasmuch as the seating capacity of the present assembly 
room at the High school is only 42 scholars, as allowed by law, 
it will be necessary to use the two classrooms to provide seating 
capacity for the 85 High school scholars next term, which will 
exceed the legal limtation at the beginning of the year. 


An arrangement of this kind will make it absolutely im- 
possible to give any kind of satisfaction at the High school 
next year, on account of the inability to provide recitation rooms 
which are a positive necessity in order to teach and hear reci- 
tations of 18 classes each day, and your committee wishes to 
emphasize the lamentable fact that this school next year will 
be a very hard proposition for the principal, teachers and pu- 
pils. This is a “condition and not a theory,” and demands an im- 
mediate remedy. 


It is very natural that some of our most respected citizens 
should feel that by opening the East, West and North schools, 
and by making it compulsory that the children in these dis- 
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tricts should attend these schools, we would relieve the con- 
gestion at the Centre. As a matter of absolute fact, however, if 
all the children in these districts (from tthe first to the sixth 
grades) should be taken away from the Centre schools, there 
would be less than thirty children included, and, as these would 
be taken out of five different grades, the average relief would 
pe less than six pupils to a grade, which would hardly be ap- 
preciable—and would not justify providing two additional teach- 
ers for the West and North schools. 

Again, sending these smaller children to the district schools 
would not be any saving, so far as transportation is concerned, 
as the children from ithe sixth to the High school grades must 
be provided for in this direction. 

Again, if it were possible to make additional rcom for 30 
children at the Centre schools, by sending these district chil- 
dren to their respective schools, the selectmen would not be 
jusitfied in allowing the use of the Lower Town Hall for school 
purposes, hence, if the 30 children who are expected to be sert 
to the Lower Town Hall next term should remain at the gram- 
mar school, the legal limitation would be at its maximum, and 
the lower grades badly mixed up through inability to properly 
classify the pupils on account of the fact that the seating ca- 
pacity of the rooms and the number of pupils to a grade can- 
not always be in exact proportion. 

Your committee, is therefore, unanimous in the opinion 
that the opening of the East, North and West schools would not 
relieve the congestion, and this conclusion has been reached 
after studying every phase of the situation. 

Some of our citizens honestly feel that it would be a wise 
plan to build a new grammar school, with eight rooms, which 
would be large enough to accommodate the grammar grades for 
the next 10 years—and some of these same people would like to 
have this school built in the vicinity of Ames street. 

Your committee does not feel that this would be a wise 
solution to the congestion problem, for the following reasons: 

(a) The greater part of the grammar school pupils at the 
present time come from what is commonly called the ‘‘cenitre” 
of the town, and there is no district outside of the “centre” 
which would be as convenient for the greatest number of chil- 
dren. 

(b) There is no call for an eight-room grammar school at 
the present time, hence the extra expenditure is unnecessary. 





. 
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(c) The present High schcol building can be used ag a 
four-room grammar school at a very small expense, and, as this 
building is not now and never can be made suitable for a prop- 
erly organized High school, it would be folly to spend a single 
dollar in an attempt to fit this building for High sehocl pur- 
poses. 


10. High schecol. 

Your committee is of the unanimous opinion that the open- 
ing of the district school for primary and grammar grades, or 
the use cf the Lower Town hall for school purposes will not 
have the slightest effect in relieving the congestion at the High 
school. 

In order that pupils may be fiited for college, for business, 
or for a technical education, it necessarily follows that many of 
the studies musi be elective. 

Practically all High school scholars are supposed to study 
English, Algebra, Geometry, Music and Elocution, but a student 
has a systematic choice of the following subjects: Latin, 
French, German, History, Mathematics, Advanced Mathematics, 
Civil Government, Chemistry, Physics, Botany, Bookkeeping, 
Stenography, Drawing, etc., etc. 

It will be readily seen that the High schcol is in a class by 
itself. It cannot be merged with any other school, and in or- 
der to give good and sufficient educational value for money ex- 
pended, the pupils’should have plenty of opportunity for study, 
with sufficient classrooms for recitation, and the teaciers should 
be given ample facilities to bring about the best possible re- 
sults, These requirements are absolutely impossible in a High 
schocl where there are no classrooms, and, therefore, no op- 
portunity for recitations, only in rooms which are crowded with 
students who are trying to study during the periods which have 
been arranged for that purpose. 

The present ‘so-called assembly rcom at the High school will 
legally accommodate only 42 pupils, and the other pupils will 
be crowded into two classrooms. 

Last year the hallway was used as a classroom, but inas- 
much as the rear end of this hallway has been made fireproof 
by wired glass and concrete, in order that the children in the 
larger rooms may have access to the fire escape, your commit 
tee recommends that this hallway be discontinued for the use 
of the children in any way, shape or manner,'as it is at the 
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present time a fire trap for any person who might be caught in 
same, providing a fire should suddenly burst up the front stair- 
way. The State Board of Health has condemned the use of this 
hallway for school purposes. 

No time should therefore be lost in the erection of a suit- 
able building for strictly High school purposes. 


11. New High School Building. 


Your committee has made plans and specifications for a new 
High school building, which are incomplete but are sufficiently 
finished to estimate the approximate cost of construction. 

These plans call for a building which shall be of two &to- 
ries, the upper story to be an assembly room, large enough to 
contain 126 desks, with ample floor space and ventilation, as 
prescribed by the State Board of Health. This floor will also 
contain a room for the principal, which may be used by the 
school. committee in event of the necessity of using the school 
committee room at the Town Hall for other purposes. This 
. floor will also contain ample clothes room. The lower floov 
will be divided into four class rooms, designed for 26 pupils 
each, which ‘should be sufficient for recitation rcoms for years. 
Two flights of stairs connect this floor with the assembly room. 

The basement will be high-studded, with toilet facilities 
and laboratories for chemistry and physics. The whole building 
will be constructed in accordance with schoolhouse regulations, 
with good and sufficient light, heat and ventilation. Your com 
mittee are prepared ito verbally explain all the details in con- 
nection with these plans, upon request.

Inasmuch as a building committee would undoubtedly ask 
several .architects to make plans for a High school building, 
to cost not more than the amount, which we trust you will 
authorize tonight, it is, of course, possible that somebody may 
improve on the plans which we are now submitting to you, and 
it is also possible that competitive bids for comstruction may 
be lower than our approximate—and every reasonable’ effort 
should be made to get the most satisfactory building for the 
least expenditure. 

The eost of furnishing the building with necessary desks 
for pupils and teachers will be approximately $900. 

The land for a High school building should contain from 
25,000 feet to 40,000 feet, and either one of the following lots 
would be an appropriate location:

Your committee would respectfully urge that appropria- 
tions for High school building, land and furnishings, be made 
tonight, and proper orders have been prepared for this pur- 
pose, in accordance with the articles in the warrant. We trust 
that yeu will see the gravity of the situation, and govern your- 
selves as faithful stewards of the men and women of tomorrow. 


12. Sanitary and Ventilation Repairs. 

Before closing this report, your committee feels that it is 
its duty to advise you of certain absolutely essential sanitary 
and ventilating repairs and installations which must be made 
immediately, and we trust that you will adopt the article in 
the warrant calling for an appropriation for this purpose. These 
repairs are as follows: 


High Street School Building. re 


The toilets and urinals should be condemned, ag, ithe former 
are a disgrace and the latter most unsanitary. The concrete 
Rooring around the urinals should be replaced. 
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High School Building. 

The ventilating pipes in the toilets should be enlarged im- 
mediately, and the urinals should be entirely reconstructed and 
ventilated for reasons which your committee are prepared to 
explain. 

The boiler which supplies heat for direct radiation is poor- 
ly piped, and therefore traps itself, so that the janitor has to 
bail the water cut of the radiators on the second floor. Repairs 
are a necessity, 


Provision at Lower Town Hall. 


In order to use this hall for school purposes, it will be 
necessary to add two toilets for the girls, and toilets’ and urin- 
als for the boys, as the present sanitary arrangements are in- 
adequate for thirty school children and are poerly ventilated. 


13. Cost of Repairs.

An order for an ap- 
propriation to make these changes has been prepared and will 
be presented for your consideration at the proper time, 

14. Conclusion. 

Your committee has given freely of its time in order to be 
as familiar with the school situation as is possible, and has abso- 
lutely no personal interest in the recommendations made, other 
than as parents and citizens they want the best possible educa- 
tion under as perfect surroundngs and at the least reasonable 
expense the Town of Sharon can provide for her children. 


You have requested us to get you this information, and we 
assure you that we have done our very best to comply with your 
wishes. The whole responsibility now rests with you.

REPORT OF THE: FOREST WARDERS 


The town accepted the Legislative Acts at the meet- 
ing in March, 1909, and a Forest Warden, appointed by 
the Selectmen, was duly qualified for office the following 
month. | 

“PERMIT TO LIGHT FIRE IN OPEN. In towns so voting. 
_A permit from the Forest Warden must be obtained to 
start a fire between April 1 and December 1. The only 
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exception being that debris from fields, gardens and or- 
chards, or leaves and brush from yards may be burned on 
ploughed fields by the owners thereof, their agents or 
lessees, but in every case such fire shall be at least two hun- 
dres feet distant from any forest or sprout lands, and shall 
be properly attended until extinguished. Violation ot 
this provision, punishable by a fine of not more than $100.00 
or by imprisonment for not more than one month or by 
both such fine and imprisonment. Acts 1908, 209, Sec. 1.” 

The inhabitants of the towns have generally respected 
the above quoted law requiring permits for the building 
of bonfires between April 1 and December 1,—the purpose 
of which law is the protection of the forests—and the War- 
den has issued 102 such permits as applied for. But few 
violations of the law have been noticed and no arrests have 
been made this year, although several warnings have been 
given. 

The work of the department has so far been mainly as 
follows: First: An effort to appoint and organize an efficient 
and reliable corps of deputies. Second: The prevention and 
extinguishment of forest fires, and Third: The education 
of the residents to a realization of the importance of pro- 
tecting our forests, and to a knowledge of the responsibility 
for any unlawful acts. 

During the past season eight forest fires have been 
extinguished at a cost to the town of $186.75. The causes 
of these fires were as follows: Locomotives, 3; Bonfire, 1; 
Children, 1; Unknown, 3. Of the three fires caused by loco- 
motives, the cost of fighting one of them has been demand- 
ed, under the new law, from the N. Y:, N. H., & H. R. R. 
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Co. The cost of extinguishing the fire resulting from a 
carelessly attended bonfire has been repaid to the town by 
the owner of the property. 

The Forest Warden has been hampered in making coi- 
lections, from responsible parties, for the cost of fighting 
fires, by reason of the high price which the town has voted 
shall be paid for such service. Moreover, the most effec- 
tive service which can be employed in the fighting of for- 
est fires, and the one which it is believed will result in the 
greatest saving of expense to the town, demands the sub- 
stitution of an equipment of chemical extinguishers, in 
place of the primitive metheds upon which the department 
now has to rely.

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE PUBLIC 
LIBRARY. 


To the Citizens of the Town of Sharon: 

Herewith is submitted the thirtieth annual report ot 
the Trustees of the Public Library supplemented by the 
Librarian’s report of circulation and the Treasurer’s ac- 
count. 

At the end of the thirtieth year since the establishment 
of the library we are met by problems which should have 
no existance in a town where the demand for library priv- 
ileges is so great. The circulation it will be seen has in- 


creased to over 14,000, rather more than ro per cent. during 
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the year. With an outlay all told of $645 this is a notable 
record. Yet we are still met by the problem of making room 
on accessible schelves for the limited number of books 
which we add to the library each month and this requires 
no little ingenuity. 

That this increase in circulation is mainly in the field 
of fiction both for juvenile and older readers is not sur- 
prising. We have not much to attract those who might wish 
to make use of other reading matter. We have few refer- 
ence books for lack of room and no convenient arrange- 
ments for consulting those we have. This feature of a 
public library so much in evidence in other towns is nothing 
with us. 

Our quarters are more contracted than ever this year. 
The reading room which we have shared with the town of- 
ficers has, owing to their own scanty accommodations, of- 
ten not been at our disposal. As a reading room it was 
not altogether satisfactory but it relieved at times the crowd- 
ing of the delivery-room, With a properly appointed 
children’s recom where they could have their own shelves 
and one of the librarians in charge, the children would have 
better opportunity than at present to make use of the books 
and the older visitors would find their comfort and con- 
venience ereatly increased. Until this is accomplished 
we cannot look for that patronage which will raise the l- 
brary to the position which its worth ought to give it. 

By the will of the late Lucius Clapp of Randolph, the 
sum of $3000 is left to the Public Library of Sharon, the 
income to be used in the purchase of books. This bequest 


has not yet been received. 
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The periodical department of the library is constantly 
growing in popularity. We have revised our subscription 
list for the coming year and have added several new mag- 
azines bringing the number up to twenty-two including 
art, science, and domestic economy as well as the best of 
a more purely literary character. 

The Trustees desire to extend their thanks to the fol-

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Report of Fire Engineers. 


The present status of the fire apparatus and alarm sys- 
tem is as follows. The electrical system consists of 13 
Gamewell fire alarm boxes placed at suitable places within 
the water district, and a central alarm station at the office 
of Telephone Exchange from which any box number may 
be rung in—also for school purposes, etc—One striker con- 
nected with the bell in Congregational church and I 15-inch 
gong placed on each of the hose houses, a small gong at 
each of residences of the drivers of the apparatus—also a bell 
has been placed on trial at the home of one of the call men, 
of which more will be placed when proven satisfactory. The 
hose wagon and ladder truck have been kept in thorough 
repair and are in good working order fully equipped for ser- 
vice. The department has 2000 ft. of good hose and about 
400 ft. of 2nd quality hose on reel at center hose house. At 
the Knife Works Village, the old hook and ladder truck has 
been altered over into a kind of combination wagon and 
fitted for horse and can carry in addition to a fair set of 
ladders, seven or eight hundred ft. of hose, carrying at 
present, 450 ft. being a decided improvement over the old 
method. :

WATER COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT FOR Igo. 





To the Citizens of Sharon: 


Your Board of Water Commissioners submit the follow- 
ing as their report for the year ending December 31, 1909. 

The month of July was the dryest and hottest of the sea- 
son, and the maximum amount of water was pumped in that 
month exceeding in amount that pumped in any previous 
month since the works were established. 

The increase in the number of water takers has been twen- 
ty-five, this being the greatest number added in any one year 
since the works were built; but three houses now remain on 
the line of pipe but what are supplied with water. 

At no distant future provision will have to be made for an 
increased supply of water; While for eight months in the 


year the supply is ample for present needs in the hot sum- 


- mer months the consumption has so increased that only. by 


pumping the greater part of the twenty-four hours can the 
supply be kept up. 

All users of hose are requested to keep within the limit of 
two hours per day, and remember the fact that the use of 
hose between the hours of nine P. M. and five A. M. is 
strictly prohibited.

We believe it should be the policy of this Department to 
perfect the distribution system as a fire fighting agency just 
as rapidly as it can be done from the revenues of the De- 
partment, and to that end as much as possible of the small 
pipe should be replaced each year with pipe of larger size. 

The work of the year in detail will be found in the an- 
nexed report of the Superintendent. Your Board recom- 
inend an appropriation of $tooo for the ensuing year for 
rent of water for hydrants, fountains, public buildings and 
street sprinkling.

SHARON WATER WORKS. 
Regulations and Water Rates. 
The following regulations shall be considered a part of 
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the contract with every person who uses the water: 

1. All applications for the use of water must be 
made at the office of the Water Commissioners, on the form 
prescribed, stating truly and fully the various uses to 
v hich the water is to be applied, anl signed by the owner or 
agent of the property. 

2. Connections and Service Pipes.—The Commis- 
sioners will make all connections with the mains, and ex- 
tend the service pipes to the street line, furnishing the 
pipe and stop-cocks (which pipes and stop-cocks shali re- 
main the property of the Town and under its sole control). 
All service pipes and fixtures inside the street line shall 
be put in by the consumer or at his cost. 

3. The Water Commissioners reserve the right to 
refuse to connect with plumbing which has not been ex- 
ainined and approved by their Superintendent or Agent, 
and service pipe laid by takers upon their premises must 
not be covered until inspected by the Agent of the Water 
Board, and quality of pipe must be determined by the Com- 
missioners. 

4. No alterations in any water pipe or water fixtures 
whereby the consumption of water is increased, shall be 
made without giving notice to and obtaining a permit from 
the Water Commissioners. 

No plumber or other person shall make alterations in 
or additions to any water pipe or fixtures aforesaid, un- 
less the owner or agent shows a permit therefor, signed by 
the Water Commissioners, and then only to the extent stated 
therein. | 


5. All persons taking water must provide a stop and 
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waste cock, properly located inside their building, and 
have their pipe so arranged that the water can be drawn 
from them in case of danger from frost. 

They must keep their own water pipes and all fix- 
tures connected therewith in good repair and protected from 
frost. 

The strength of all pipes used, their protection against 
freezing, the kind of faucets and other fixtures, the gen- 
eral arrangement of the work in reference to security and 
safety, and the keeping of all pipes and fixtures in proper 
repair, shall be in accordance with any directions, either 
special or general, given by the Water Commissioners. 

6. No plumber or any other person except the Super- 
intendent of Water Works shall tap any water main or 
connect anv service pipe therewith, nor shall any plumber 
or other person turn on or shut off the water from any 
pipe or hydrant where the stop-cock is not located on his 
own premises. 

7. No water taker will be alloewd to supply water to 
any other person or families, nor shall any person take or 
carry water from any hydrant, watering trough or pub- 
lic fountain without the consent of the Water Commis- 
sioners, nor after such consent has been withdrawn. 

8. There shall be no unnecessary waste of water, eith- 
er to prevent freezing or for any other cause. All waier- 
closets must be self-closing. 

The use of hose must be confined to the purposes named 
in the application and to the premises of the taker and the 
street immediately bordering such premises. It must not 


be used for filling tanks or reservoirs, or any other, domestic 
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purpose whatever. 

g. The Water Commissioners, their department of- 
ficers and assistants, may enter the premises of any water 
taker supplied with water between the hours of 8 o'clock. 
A. M. and 6 o'clock, P. M., to examine the pipes and fix- 
tures, the quantity of water used and the manner of its 


use. 


10. Parties using meters must measure ali the watei 
supplied to the premises on which they are set. 

11. When water shall be supplied to more than one 
party through a single tap the bill for the whole supply fur- 
nished through such tap will be made to the owner of the 
estate or to some one tenant who shall agree to become re- 


sponsible therefor. 


12. Water rates must be paid at the office of the Wa- 
ter Board. 

Those for regular water rates in advance, annually, 
on the first day of July. Bulls for fractional parts of a 
term, on the first day of the month succeeding the letting 
on of water. Bills for measured and estimated water, 
quarterly, and all other bills for water, labor and materials 
on the first day of the month succeeding their contraction. 

If bills remain unpaid for one month after they be- 
come due the water will be shut off, and on all bills paid 
after the water has been shut off, the sum of one dollar in 
addition to the bill, must be paid before the water will be let 
on again. 

13. No person shall be entitled to damages nor to 
have any portion of a payment refunded for any stoppage, 


for purposes of additions or repairs, nor for non-use, oc- 
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casioned by absence, nor for stoppage for any purpose 
whatever, which, in the cpinion of the Water Commis- 
sioners may be deemed necessary. 

| 14. No fireman or other person, except for the legiti- 
mate purpose of extinguishing fires, shall open any fire 
hydrant or stop-cock connected with the fire service, with- 
out the consent of the Water Commissioners. 

Persons or corporations neglecting or refusing to 
comply with said Rules and Regulations are liable to have 
their supply of water cut off. 

15. On all premises ccntinucusly unoccupied for more 
than six months during the year from July to July, and 
where the unoccupancy is reported to the Superintendent 
so that he can shut off the supply from the street, a rebate 
will be made of one-half of the rate above first faucet and 
lose charges, less a charge of $1.00 eaeh for shutting off 


and turning on the water. 
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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT FOR 19009. 





To the Board of Water Commissioners of the Town of 
Sharon: Gentlemen, I herewith submit the Fourteenth An- 
nual Report of this Department for the year ending De- 
cember 31. 1909. 

Twenty-five services have been added this year, and 
eight are discontinued, making four hundred and three now 
in use. 

The average length has been over twenty-one feet, the 
average cost $10.22, all services being of lead pipe, and lead 
flanged connections, 


Considerable has been done in the way of repairs this 
season, the main pump has been fitted with new high pres- 


sure piston rods, almost the entire valve motion of the air 
pump has been renewed and new piston rings fitted, making 


them in much better running condition. Several other min- 
or repairs will have to be made this season. 


The boilers have received the continual changes re- 
quired by state law. 

The Pumping Station should be painted this year, and 
the stand pipe cleaned and painted inside and out. 

About six hundred and fifty-five feet of two inch, and 
one and one quarter inch pipe that has supplied Highland 
Sireet for the past eighteen years should be replaced with an 
eight inch main this year. 

Eleven Fairbanks hydrants have been added this year, 
making eighty-five hydrants now in use. 


There have been no leaks to repair this year either in 
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the mains or service pipes. It is hoped this year that all 
services, gates, etc., will be inspected and re-locations chart- 
ed where necessary. 

All hydrants have been inspected and all needed re- 
pairs have been made, although they should all be painted, 
in the spring. Air valves have been placed on the mains on 
Huntington Ave., and Ashcroft Road, also a relief valve 
on No. Main St., these being designed to prevent any over 
pressure to the main on No. Main street.

To the Citizens of Sharon: 

The School Committee herewith submits its annual re- 
port of the year ending December '31, 19009. 

We recommend for your careful consideration the ac- 
companying report of the Superintendent of Schools which 
deals clearly and to the point with matters which should be 
known to parents and all having an interest in the welfare 
of our schools. Especially do we call attention to those 
portions of his report relating to the congested condition 
of the High School, the useless expense in maintaining the 
East School, changes in the teaching force and the result 
of medical inspection of pupils. 


Pees tb STATE FUNDS. 

The most important matter concerning the schools is the 
loss to the town of “High School Aid” and share of 
“Massachusetts State School’ funds by reason of the high 
valuation of town property. 

In 1902 the State extended its policy of aiding in the 
maintenance of High School instruction to all towns that 
are not required by law to maintain high schools, that 1s, 
to all towns under five hundred families, by amending the 
law as follows: 

“Tf a town of less than five hundred families main- 
tains a high school of its own *** and employs at 
least two teachers therein, tt shall be entitled to 
receive annually from the treasury of the common- 
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wealth towerd the support of such high school the 
sum of hve hundred dollars.” 

The law provides, however, that 

“No town the VALUATION of which averages 
a larger sum for each pupil in the average mem- 
bership of its public schools than the correspond- 
mg average for the commonwealth shall recewe 
money from the commonwealth under the provi- 
sions of this séction.” (Chap. 433, Sé@¢heaemaees 
of 1902.) 

For several years Sharon annually received this five hun- 
dred dollars. In August of this year your Chairman was 
notified that by reason of the fact that the valuation of the 
town averaged a larger sum per pupil in the membership 
of the public schools, than the corresponding state average, 
Sharon could no longer receive annually this five hundred 
dollars. 

Again, Sharon has for years, until this last year, received 
its proportion of the income from the “Massachusetts 
School Fund” for the support of its public schools under 
this provision of statute: 

“The remainder of said income shail be distributed 
to towns whose valuation does not exceed two and 
one-half million dollars’ etc. (Chap. 456, Acts 
1903). 

The amount of this fund last received by the town (1908) 
was $772.49. 

The assessors of Sharon in order to decrease the tax rate, 
have increased the valuation so that it now exceeds two 
and one-half million dollars and thus Sharon is deprived of 
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an annual income towards the support and maintenance of 
its schools of nearly thirteen hundred dollars, which sum 
will be larger from year to year as the income from the 
State Fund increases. 

To show the absurdity of this extraordinary and fictitious 
town valuation, the following table is presented, giving the 
valuation of a few of our neighboring towns, as compared 
with Sharon, and the amounts of money received by them 


from the state last year for school purposes.

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It will thus be seen that with one exception, all these 
towns have a population, and an average school attendance, 
largely in excess—in the case of Randolph almost double— 
of Sharon, and yet the valuation of two of these towns is 
about half.a million dollars less, and all of the others a mil- 
lion dollars and over, less than that of Sharon. We lose 
annually, therefore, financial assistance from the State of 
a sum equal to the salary of three teachers, a loss the town 
can ill afford, and deplorable, not only because it is wholly 
unnecessary, but it seriously handicaps the educational facil- 
ities of our schools. There is no reason why Sharon 
should not for years to come receive its share of the funds 
established by the State for this purpose, and the method 
of valuing the property and fixing the tax rate should at 
once be rearranged. As this assistance from the State was 
relied upon in determining the school appropriation by the 
town last year, there will be a deficit, and for the coming 
year the annual appropriation for support of schools must 
necessarily be increased. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


Another year has passed and permanent provision has 
not been made for a new high school building. The high 
school now has the largest enrollment in its history, is rap- 
idly outgrowing its quarters and with sixteen pupils to 
graduate in June, 1910, and a class of forty to enter in the 
fall, the town will be brought face to face with a most ser- 


ious problem. The opening of a school in the lower Town 


Hall did not solve the difficulty. The crowded condition 
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of the high school makes it impossible for teachers or pu- 
pils to do their work well. 

A peculiar situation is presented in the makeup. of our 
high school. Sharon is not a “mill town” or a “commer- 
cial town” in which very many of the boys and girls leave 
school at the age of fourteen years to earn their living, but 
as we said last year it is a residential town of well-to-do 
citizens, who desire their children to pursue their High 
School studies to graduation. The average age of the grad- 
uating class of Ig10 is seventeen years ten months, accord- 
ing to the returns in September, 1999, and at the time of 
graduation will be fully eighteen years. This is greatly in 
excess, of the average age of the senior classes in the 
Stoughton and Mansfield High Schools. 

There are in the High School to-day seventy-nine pupils 
divided into four classes, viz: 

Cass I 30pupils. av. 14 years 7 months 
Class II 2gQpupils, av. 15 years 8 months 
Class III 9g pupils, av. 16 years 10 months 
Class IV 11 pupils, av. 18 years 3 months 

The graduating class will be composed of eleven mem- 
bers of Class IV and five members of Class III. 

In view of the result of several town meetings held dur- 
ing the past year to consider the High School question, we 
can only express our regret that a solution cannot be ar- 
rived at in a calm and rational manner and with freedom 
from the sway of personal animosities which seem to over- 
power the sober judgment of the citizens of the town. It 
seems strange, ‘too, that anyone should publicly advocate 
the opening of the district schools as a remedy for the con- 
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gestion in the High School. Such a claim is specious and 
only tends to befog the minds of the voters, who certainly 
are entitled to the credit of at least endeavoring to decide 
what is for the best interests of the High School. If the 
erection of a new building “is authorized at the coming 
March meeting, utmost speed will be required with the 
work in order to make ready for the fall opening of the 
school. 


BAST: SCHOOL. 
Complying with the vote of the town last spring, although 
against the unanimous judgment of the School Committee 
and not legally bound to do so, the East School was re- 
opened. Our opinion is not changed, namely, that its con- 
tinuation is not only a waste of school funds, but a detri- 
ment to the scholars who attend. 


DISCIPLINE: 

“Pupils must be governed before they are taught” is a 
phrase often quoted by educators. 

Owing to a change of teachers in the Eighth Grade, a 
spirit of disobedience, and then defiance, seems to have pos- 
sessed some of the larger boys, and by their refusal to obey 
the commands of the teacher, and the consequent demoral- 
izing effect upon the other scholars, rendered action neces- 
sary by the School Committee. Ata special meeting called 
for that ptirpose, a hearing was had at which the offending 
boys and their parents were present. The result was the 
expulsion from the schools of one boy, placing another on 
probation and a third was required to apologize to the 
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teacher before returning to school. We regret to record 
this action but pupils as well as parents must realize that 
discipline must and will be maintained in all the schools, and 
the Committee will heartily support the teachers in the 
strict enforcement of this requirement. 


DRINKING CUPS. 


The individual drinking cups provided for the scholars in 
the centre schools have not proved a success and we have 
installed for trial purposes an automatic drinking fountain. 
By its use there is no danger of contamination as the lips of 
the drinker touch nothing but the flowing water. If this 


fountain proves to be the best, this method will be adopted. 


FIRE DRILLS. 


Regular fire drills are had at the two centre schools. 
Monthly reports are made to, and filed with the records of, 


the School Committee. 


TEACHERS. 


More than the usual number of changes were made in 
the teaching force during the year. In Mr. Vinal, the new 
principal of our High School, we have a teacher eminently 
qualified to handle the large number of pupils now in at- 


tendance, and it is a matter of keen regret, shared by most 
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of our townspeople, that conditions surrounding this school 
prevent better work by him as well as by the pupils.

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There is not a single item in the statistics regarding 
the number of children, their attendance, and the number 
of teachers employed and required with the number of 
rooms occupied which is not in excess of that reported a 
year ago. Some of the facts are sources of congratula- 
tion, others seem to be tokens of backward steps. The 
opening of the school in the Lower Town Hall greatly 


relieves the pressure in the Grammar school; the opening 
of the East school does not seem to meet any pressing need 
for when the opportunity is given to choose between going 
to the Center.school and the East school, only twelve 
avail themselves of the privilege of going to the East school 
and two.of these come from the Town of Stoughton and 
could easily be provided for in their own town. This does 
not mean that they attend Sharon schools at an expense to 
the Town of Sharon for by mutual agreement Sharon chil- 
dren at the present time attend school in Stoughton and it 
is understood that Stoughton children living on the Bay 
Road may attend Sharon schools. Unfortunately one of 
these Stoughton children is in a class by herself making an 
extra grade for the teacher. There is also one pupil in the 
Fourth grade, the other ten are in grades one and two and 
could well be accommodated at the Center schools in those 
grades. Thus by opening the East school there has been 
made a small school of four small grades costing the town 
for salary of teacher and janitor, expense of fuel and re- 
pairs which when closed was not costing the town anything. 
It did cost an extra effort for the pupils of the East to 
reach the Center schools but it has been proven over and 


over again that many parents in Sharon have found it paid 
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to make this extra effort and have done it of their own free- 
will. 

The South school has had a small number in atten- 
dance during the fall term owing to the absence of chil- 
dren from the Seaside Home. This is the first time for 
many terms that we have had no children in attendance 
from the Home. ‘Three of the present number finish 
their course in June and two of them are planning to en- 
ter High school. Should no new families move into that 
section, the school will be very small next year, but com- 
ing as the children do from near the Foxboro line and far 
to the east of the school, transportation seems to be out 
of the question. So long as we can retain the present teach- 
er we may have a nearly ideal country school, the manage- 
ment of which has been learned by years of changeful ex- 
perience. 

These are but smaller problems. The congestion comes 
in the upper grades in the Center and in the High school. 
At the High Street school, grades one and two are by 
themselves. Grades three and part of the fourth are togeth- 
er and the remaining part of the fourth and the fifth, are to- 
gether. By having the seventh grade in the Lower Town 
Hall, the grades are very nicely accommodated at the Cen- 
ter school. The High school rooms congested last year 
with sixty-one pupils now have seventy-eight with forty 
more on the road for admission next fall. 

Would that with one stroke of my pen I could make tt 
clear to every citizen in town that tf the high school were 
removed from the Center building and a suitable building 
erected for it, we should have eight rooms at our disposal 
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for eight grades removing at once the double grading at 
High street and the necessity for a school at the Town Hall. 

I am certain that those who have looked into the mat- 
ter most thoroughly are convinced that the only right way 
to settle this matter is to build a high school building suita- 
ble in all its appointments to do the legitimate work of a 
high school which could not be done by remodelling any 
building and at an expense which would be little, if any, 
greater. 

TEACHERS. 

Few years have brought so many changes into our 
teaching force. Six different teachers in one year in the 
high school, involving a change of principals, is not a com- 
mon record. Mr. James N. Pringle became principal of 
the high school in 1899 and after ten years of faithful, 
efficient service he was called to a superintendency in N. H., 
his place being supplied in September by Eugene R. Vinal, 
Priv « 

Earlier in the year 1899, Miss Emma D. Haines took 
charge of the Grammar school and continued until the 
close of the term in June, 1909. In all these years she had 
made a large place for herself in the affections of the 
people and after strenuous efforts to retain her longer in 
service, she resigned to accept a higher salary in Attleboro. 
By the departure cf Miss Neal and Miss Mealy, we lost two 
experienced teachers of great worth. These vacancies have 
been filled with experienced teachers, while Miss Holmes 
has been invited back to take the East school, and Miss 
Dennis has been placed in charge of the new school at the 


Town House. 
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With all these new teachers beginning the fall term it 
could not be expected that the work would go on just as it 
had been going in former years, but we are fully persuad- 
ed that we have secured competent teachers of excellent 
success elsewhere who have put their whole life and energy 
into the work to be done in Sharon schools, and will yet 


prove their worth more and more as time goes by. 


The work in the high school has been rearranged and 
we feel strengthened. Putting the whole work upon a four- 
year basis for all, we are confident that our graduates will 
be fitted acceptably for higher institutions and that all who 
desire to prepare for higher work can better do it here than 
go elsewhere. 

Unlike many high schools we do not find many looking 
forward to a commercial life which requires special fit in 
the school. Doubtless this is largely due to the character 
of the community and as there were so few it was not 
deemed advisable to have a separate commercial course. 
Qne reason is that we have not suitable room and another 
is that such a course requires a special teacher to give ample 
time to the work and such a combination in one fitted to do 
high school work is exceedingly hard to find. Bookkeeping 
is taught by the principal but with four classes in mathe- 
matics, one in science, and one in Latin it could hardly be 
expected that he could do more along commercial lines. 

The work in English where we have not been strong 
has been strengthened by a definite course laid out for each 
vear and from this new arrangement we are anticipating 
much good to result. 


Our special teachers have done much excellent work. 
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The music and drawing are reaping the benefit of well-laid 
plans of former years. The physical culture and vocal 
drill are in a transition period caused by a change of teach- 
ers, but that there is talent to be cultivated is amply proven 
by the honors which have been won by Sharon pupils. It is 
a source of much gratification that steps are being taken to 
continue the triangular speaking contest between the three 
towns of Mansfield, Sharon and Stoughton and that the be- 
ginning of a new series will start again this winter at Mans- 
field. 

In this connection I wish to recommend that as soon 
as it is feasible a special teacher of penmanship be em- 
ployed. During the life of the present members of our 
schools so many changes in the style of penmanship have 
been adopted that there is now a great lack of good style. 
We believe this may be remedied by a special teacher who 
shall have oversight of the entire work and so bring unity, 
clearness and beauty where they are evidently so lacking 
at the present time. 

EYE AND EAR TEST. 

Every year the teachers are obliged by law to make 

this test and this year the test gives the following results: 


Number of pupils examined, 388 
Number found defective in eyesight, 65 
Number found defective in hearing, 19 
Number of parents notified 64 


This effort on the part of the teachers would avail but 
little if the parents when notified took no notice of the de- 
fect. That there is a defect in sight or hearing often 


comes as a sail surprise to many parents and they are only | 


a 
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too eager for the welfare of the child to have the defect 
remedied. Some have the disposition but not always the 
means necessary to provide glasses for their children. Such 
cases ought to receive generous treatment at the hands of 
school officials, backed up by a generous public sentiment. 
Sometimes an older pupil will go without needed glasses 
for reasons of pride or inconvenience, but usually one is 
glad to avail himself of every help to do better work. 

It is very difficult to go into every detail of school work 
in yearly reports. We wish very much that those inter- 
ested in the schools would visit oftener and find out at first 
hand what is being done. Some to my knowledge have 
done this during the year much to their gratification and 
satisfaction. Comment has been made that we had so few 
graduates from the high school last year as though it were 
a fault of the school when in reality it was one of its 
greatest credits that so many wanted four years instead 
of three.

SYNOPSIS OF TOWN MEETINGS, 1910. 


COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS. 
NORFOLK, SS. 
To Charles 8S. Curtis, Constable of the Town of Sharon: 
GREETING: 

In the name of the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, you 
are hereby directed to notify and warn the Inhabitants of the 
Town of Sharon, qualified to vote in elections and Town affairs, 
to meet in the Town Hall in said Sharon, on Monday, the 
Seventh day of March, A. D. 1910, at 5.45 o’clock A. M., then 
and there to act on the following Articles: 


Article 1. To choose Town Officers as follows: Modera- 
tor, Town Clerk, Town Treasurer, Tax Collector, Three Audi- 
tors, Three Constables, Three Fence Viewers, Three Field 
Drivers, Highway Surveyor, Tree Warden for the term of one 
year, One Selectman, One Assessor, One Overseer of the Poor, 
One Water Commissioner, One Sinking Fund Commissioner, 

One Board of Health, Two Trustees of the Public Library, One 
~ School Committee for the term of three years, One School Com- 
mittee for the term of two years to fill a vacancy. 

Also to vote Yes or No upon the following question: “Shall 
licenses be granted for the sale of intoxicating liquors in this 
Town?” 


Art. 2. To choose Trustees of the School Funds and a 
Finance Committee of nine by ballot, and all other officers in 
such manner as the Town by vote may determine. 


Art. 3. To act upon the reports of the Town officers as 
printed. 


Art. 4. To see what action the Town will take in the mat- 
ter of discount on taxes for the current year.

Art. 5. To determine the manner of collecting the taxes 
and fix the rate of interest to be charged on taxes of the current 
year. 


Art. 6. To determine the compensation for collecting the 
taxes of the current year. 


Art. 7%. To see if the Town will authorize the Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money in antici- 
pation of the taxes. 


Art. 8. To see if the Town will authorize the Treasurer 
with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow money t6é renew, 
replace or pay any existing loan or loans that are due or may 
become due during the current year, or act in any way relating 
thereto. 


Art. 9. To see if the Town will accept the report of the 
Selectmen on the laying out of a Town way from Upland Road, 
through lands of Cynthia Bates and John F. Cronan, to Nor- 
wood Street, and raise and appropriate money for building the 
same, and for paying land damages. 


Art. 10. To see if the Town will vote to extend the water 
mains through the street laid out by the Selectmen from Upland 
Road through land of Cynthia Bates and John F. Cronan to 
Norwood Street and thence through Norwood Street to a point 
about 100 feet south of the northerly line of the land of Ethel 
B. Hall, or act_in any way relating thereto.

Art. 22. To see if the Town will vote to place electric 
lights on the new street to. Moosehill, from a point on Upland 
Road near the house of Edmund Barbour to a point on Upland 
Road near the residence of Charles H. Kittredge. 


Art. 23. ‘To see what action the Town will take on placing 
an electric light on South Pleasant Street, near Pine Road. 


Art. 24. To see if the Town will locate two electric ligths

on Huntington Avenue extension, one on the last electric light 
pole at the extreme end of the thoroughfare, and the other on 
the fourth pole from the last, between the houses of George A. 
Huntington and Frank A. Cresebro. 


Art. 25. To see if the Town will vote to install a Com- 
pressed Air Whistle in connection with the present fire alarm 
system, raise and appropriate money for the same, or act in 
any way relating thereto. 


Art. 26. To see if the Town will vote to increase the pay 
of the Firemen, raise and appropriate money therefor, or act 
in any way relating thereto. 


Art. 27. To see if the Town will vote to extend the Fire 
Alarm System, by the addition of three boxes, located as fol- 
lows: One on Depot Street near the terminus of Station Street, 
one on North Main Street near the car barn of the N., C. & S. 
St. Ry. Co., and one on Pond Street near the corner of Ames 
Street, raise and appropriate money for the same, or act in any 
way relating thereto. 


Art. 28. To see if the Town will vote to purchase a set of 
drop harness for the Hook and Ladder Truck, raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money for the same, or act in any way relating 
thereto. (By request). 


Art. 29. To see what sum of money the own will vote 
to appropriate for the purchase of forest-fire-fighting equipment 
for use by the Forest Warden. 


Art. 30. To see if the Town will vote to establish the lines 
of Walpole Street from the corner of Moosehill Street to a point 
opposite the land of George W. Field. 


Art. 31. To see if the Town will vote to have Canton 
Street surveyed from the Saw Mill to the Canton Town Line, 
the bounds property set and the road put in good repair, and 
raise and appropriate money therefor. 

Art. 32. To see if the Town will vote to have Dedham 
Street surveyed from Canton Street to Viaduct Street, the 
bounds properly set and the road put in good repair, and raise 
and appropriate money therefor.

Art. 37. To see if the Town will vote to instruct the 
Selectmen to petition the Board of County Commissioners to 
relocate North Main Street, Pond Street and Billings Street, 
beginning at a point at the southwesterly corner of lands of 
Salvador Camelia and running thence northerly and northeast- 
erly to the southwesterly intersection of High Street and said 
North Main Street, or act in any way relating thereto. 


Art. 38. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money not exceeding Twenty Thousand 
($20,000.00) Dollars for the purpose of erecting and equipping 
a new High School building of wood, upon land purchased by 
the Town for that purpose, or act in any way relating thereto. 


Art 39. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate a sum of money not exceeding Three Thousand ($3,000.- 
00) Dollars for the purchase of a lot of land upon which to 
erect a new High School building, said sum of money to be 
raised in the tax levy of the current year (1910), or act in any 
way relating thereto. 
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Art. 40. To see if the Town will vote to appoint a Com- 
mittee of five persons to have charge of the erection of said 
High School building, said Committee also to be empowered to 
choose and purchase the lot on which to place the aueriitice or 
act in any way relating thereto. 


Art. 41. To see if the Town will authorize its Treasurer, 
with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow a sum of money 
not exceeding ''wenty Thousand ($20,000.00) Dollars for the 
purpose of erecting and equipping a new High School building, 
by issuing notes or bonds of the Town, in such manner and for 
such time that, beginning with July 1, 1911, Two Thousand 
Dollars will be paid annually therefor, for ten years or less, as 
may be necessary, or act in any way relating thereto. 


Art. 42. To see if the Town will vote to authorize its 
Board of Selectmen to take by purchase or by virtue of any law 
made and provided for taking the lot of lands situated on the 
northeast corner of South Main and Chestnut Streets, the same 
being known as the Bushrod Morse lot, with such adjoining land 
as in their best judgment may be necessary or required as a 
proper location for a High and Grammar School building, or 
act in any way relating thereto. 


Art. 48. To see if the Town will vote to authorize its 
Board of Selectmen to purchase in behalf of the Town the lot of 
land bounded on the east by South Main Street and on the 
west by South Pleasant, and known as the “Richards Lot,” for 
a location for a Grammar and Primary School building for an 
amount of money not exceeding Three Thousand ($3,000. a 
Dollars, or to take any action relating thereto. 


Art. 44. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appro- 
priate the sum of Three Thousand ($3,000.00) Dollars to carry 
out the provisions of the two preceding Articles as may be re- 
quired for the payment for such land as may be taken by pur- 
chase or otherwise, or act in any way relating thereto. 

Art. 45. To see if the Town will vote to raise Highteen 
Thousand ($18,000.00) Dollars, by authorizing its Treasurer, 
under the direction and with the approval of the Selectmen, to 
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issue bonds in behalf of the Town for said sum, and the same to 
be paid in annual payments of One Thousand ($1,000.00) Dol- 
lars each year, said amount of Eighteen Thousand ($18,000.00) 
Dollars to be used in the erection of such a school building as 
to carry out the requirements of the preceding Articles, 42 and 
43, or take any action thereon. 


Art. 46. To see if the Town will vote to appoint a Com- 
mittee of Seven, consisting of the Board of Selectmen and four 
others, to be designated and known as the “Building Commit- 
tee,’ who shall have full power to act in behalf of the Town in 
deciding upon the plans and the material to be used in the erec- 
tion of such school building as to comply with the requirements 
of the preceding Articles, 43, 44 and 45, or act in any way re- 
lating thereto. 


Art. 4%. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the 
School Committee to cause the so-called outlying schools to be 
opened, thereby relieving any overcrowding that may exist in 
the centre schools, or take any action in any way relating thereto. 


Art. 48. To see if the Town will vote to name the new 
road that runs from a point on Upland Road, near the railroad 
station, to a point on Upland Road a little further on, *‘Cross- 
moor Road.”

REPORT OF FIRE ENGINEERS. 


SHARON, Mass., January 14, 1911. 


Report of the Engineers of the Sharon Fire Department 
for the year ending December 31, 1910: 


During the year the department has responded to twenty- 
two (22) alarms and several still calls. The buildings and ap- 
paratus are all in good condition, with the exception of the hose 
house located at the Knife Factory Village, which needs paint- 
ing the coming year. It will be necessary to have new connec- 
tions made for water between the ‘’own House basement and 
Centre Hose House, as the present supply is insufficient. The 
engineers wish particularly to call attention to the fact that 
many of our residents are not acquainted with the proper method 
of pulling in an alarm. If you telephone central, that is all 
that is required. Should you afterward pull in a box, it mixes up 
the number, to the effect that firemen located in different parts of 
the town do not know to which box to respond. The engineers 
are at all times willing to instruct any person desirous of ob- 
taining information with regard to it and as to the course to 
be pursued in the event of a fire in their locality. The hook and 
ladder truck, together with the hose wagon, have been thoroughly 
overhauled, re-nickeled and painted. There have been a number 
of electrical gongs located at the residences of firemen, prefer- 
ence being given where two or more reside. 

The present equipment consists of hook and ladder truck 


of modern construction, one hose wagon, a combination ladder 
and hose wagon, also a hose reel, a life gun and net, and all 


necessary tools and appliances for the complete working of the 
same. 

The engineers would recommend that an appropriation of 
Two Thousand ($2,000.00) Dollars be made for the support 
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of the department for the coming year, and would also suggest 
that a telephone be located at the Centre Hose House, believing 
that it would be a great advantage to the work of the depart- 
ment.

REPORT OF SUPPRESSION OF GYPSY AND BROWN 
TAIL MOTHS. 


During the early spring, cutting of brush and cementing of 
trees was done in infested localities. Later in the season, where 
more than one infestation was found, trees were tanglefooted and 
sprayed, with satisfactory results. 

The fall scouting showed a few new infestations. 

The most difficult factor to deal with in Sharon is the large 
number of old orchards containing hollow and decayed trees. 
There should be a general cutting of worthless apple trees and 
a systematic effort to cement or tin cavities in remaining trees. 

The spraying done here for the Elm Leaf beetle was also of 
value in suppressing the Brown Tail and Gypsy moth.

To the Citizens of the Town of Sharon: 


The Trustees of the Public Library submit herewith their 
thirty-first annual report, together with the Librarian’s report 
of circulation and the 'T'reasurers’s account. 

A falling off from the circulation of last year is due to the 
fact that at two different times during the year the Library, 
with the schools and other gathering places, was closed by order 
of the Board of Health. 

Since our last report, the Library has been thoroughly gone 
over by the Librarians, an inventory taken, shelves re-arranged 
and books past their usefulness from various causes packed away 
or otherwise disposed of. In this way room has been made for 
the purchases of the past year. It is plain, however, that the 
end is in sight, and that unless some further provision for 
growth is soon made, the Library will cease to be of any great 
profit or pleasure. | 

The inventory showed a loss of about thirty volumes since 
1908. Many of these books have undoubtedly not been kept in- 
tentionally, but with the system of open shelves, and it would 
be a long step backward to revoke that privilege, the utmost 
care does not serve to prevent misappropriation. 

The $3,000 left to the Sharon Public Library by the late 
Lucius Clapp of Randolph, the income to be used for the pur- 
chase of books, has been paid over by the executor of his will. 
This money has been invested in Sharon High School Bonds, 
paying four per cent. annually. 

The Trustees desire to return their thanks to Mr. James 
C. Melvin for his gift to the Library of the Melvin memorial.

WATER COMMISSIONER’S REPORT. 


To the Citizens of Sharon: 


Your Board of Water Commissioners submit the following 
as their report for the year ending December 31, 1910: 

While this season has been one of the dryest for many 
years, wells and springs having failed in many places for the 
first time, and in some cases towns have been on the verge of a 
water famine, Sharon has been fortunate in having an ample 
supply for all its needs. It should be borne in mind, however, 
that the supply is not unlimited, and due care should be used to 
prevent any and all unnecessary waste. 

Attention is called to Article five of the Rules and Regu- 
lations relative to the use of direct connected pressure boilers; 
the use of these has greatly increased in the last two or three 
years, and the Board has made rules in regard to their use, to 
safeguard both the Town and the water takers themselves. 

We would recommend that the main on South Pleasant 
Street be extended through to Station Street, a distance of two 
hundred and twenty-eight feet, making a better circulation and 
obviating the dead end now existing. 

All users of hose are requested to keep within the limit 
of two hours per day, and also remember the fact that the use 
of hose between the hours of 9 P. M. and 5 A. M. is strictly 
prohibited. 

Your Board would recommend that all extensions of the 
water mains, with all expenses of the water system and possibly 
the payment of bonds as they become due, should be paid for 
from the funds of the Water Department, and if these are not 
sufficient, that the bonds of the ‘Town shall be issued for that 
purpose, at the discretion and under the direction of the Water 
Commissioners. 

The work of the year in detail will be found in the an-

nexed report of the Superintendent. Your Board recommends 
an appropriation of $1,000.00 for the ensuing year for rent of 
water for hydrants, fountains, public buildings and street sprink- 
ling.

SHARON WATER WORKS. 
REGULATIONS AND WATER RATES. 


The following regulations shall be considered a part of the 
contract with every person who uses water: 

1. All applications for the use of water must be made 
at the office of the Water Commissioners, on the form prescribed, 
stating truly and fully the various uses to which the water is to 
be apphed, and signed by the owner or agent of the property. 
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2. Connections and Service Pipes.—The Commissioners 
will make all connections with the mains, and extend the ser- 
vice pipes to the street line, furnishing the pipe and stop-cocks 
(which pipes and stop-cocks shall remain the property of the 
Town and under its sole control). All service pipes and fixtures 
inside the street line shall be put in by the consumer or at his 
cost. 


3. The Water Commissioners reserve the right to refuse 
to connect with plumbing which has not been examined and 
approved by their Superintendent or Agent, and service pipe 
laid by takers upon their premises must not be covered until 
inspected by the Agent of the Water Board, and quality of pipe 
must be determined by the Commissioners. 


4. No alterations in any water pipe or water fixtures, 
whereby the consumption of water is increased, shall be made 
without giving notice to and obtaining a permit from the Water 
Commissioners. 

No plumber or other person shall make alterations in or 
additions to any water pipe or fixtures aforesaid, unless the 
owner or agent shows a permit therefor, signed by the Water 
Commissioners, and then only to the extent stated therein. 


5. All persons taking water must provide a stop and 
waste-cock, properly located inside their building, and have 
their pipes so arranged that the water can be drawn from them 
in case of danger from frost. 

They must keep their own water pipes and all fixtures con- 
nected therewith in good repair and protected from frost. 

The strength of all pipes used, their protection against 
freezing, the kind of faucets and other fixtures, the general ar- 
rangement of the work in reference to security and safety, and 
the keeping of all pipes and fixtures in proper repair, shall be 
in accordance with any directions, either special or general, given 
by the Water Commissioners. 

All owners or users of pressure boilers connected direct to 
the mains of the Sharon Water Works, must have the same 
equipped with a suitable check valve to prevent syphoning, and 
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a relief valve to prevent over-pressure, of a pattern approved 
by the Water Commissioners. 


6. No plumber or any other person, except the Superin- 
tendent of Water Works, shall tap any water main or connect 
any service pipe therewith, nor shall any plumber or other per- 
son turn on or shut off the water from any pipe or hydrant where 
the stop-cock is not located on his own premises. 


7. No water taker will be allowed to supply water to 
any other person or families, nor shall any person take or carry 
water from any hydrant, watering trough or public fountain 
without the consent of the Water Commissioners, nor after such 
consent has been withdrawn. 


8. There shall be no unnecessary waste of water, either 
to prevent freezing or any other cause. All water closets must 
be self-closing. 

The use of hose must be confined to the purposes named in 
the application and to the premises of the taker and the street 
immediately bordering such premises. It must not be used 
for filling tanks or reservoirs, or any other domestic purpose 
whatever. 


9. The Water Commissioners, their department officers 
and assistants, may enter the premises of any water taker sup- 
pled with water between the hours of 8 o’clock A. M. and 6 ~ 
o’clock P. M., to examine the pipes and fixtures, the quantity 
of water used and the manner of its use. 


10. Parties using meters must measure all the water sup- 
plied to the premises on which they are set. 


11. When water shall be supplied to more than one party 
through a single tap, the bill for the whole supply furnished 
through such tap will be made to the owner of the estate, or 
some tenant who shall agree to become responsible therefor. 


12. Water rates must be paid at the office of the Water 
Board. . 
Those for regular water rates, in advance, annually, on the 


ae! 
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first day of July. Bills for fractional parts of a term, on the 
first day of the month succeeding the letting on of water. Bills 
for measured and estimated water, quarterly, and all other 
bills for water, labor and materials, on the first day of the month 
preceding their contraction. 

If bills remain unpaid for one month after they become 
due, the water will be shut off, and on all bills paid after the 
water has been shut off, the sum of one dollar in addition to the 
bill, must be paid before the water will be let on again. 

- 13. No person shall be entitled to damages nor to have 
any portion of a payment refunded for any stoppage, for pur- 
poses of additions or repairs, nor for non-use, occasioned by 
absence, nor for stoppage for any purpose whatever, which, in 
the opinion of the Water Commissioners may be deemed neces- 
sary. 

14. No fireman or other person, except for the legitimate 
purpose of extinguishing fires, shall open any fire hydrant or 
stop-cock connected with the fire service, without the consent 
of the Water Commissioners. 

Persons or corporations neglecting or refusing to comply 
with said Rules and Regulations are liable to have their supply 
of water cut off. 

15. On all premises continuously unoccupied for more 


‘than six months during the year from July to July, and where 


the unoccupancy is reported to the Superintendent, so that he 
can shut off the supply from the street, a rebate will be made 
of one-half of the rate above first faucet and hose charges, less 
a charge of $1.00 each for shutting off and turning on the water. 
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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To the Board of Water Commissioners of the Town of Sharon: 


Gentlemen—I herewith submit the Fifteenth Annual Re- 
port of this Department for the year ending December 31, 1910: 


Repairs have been needed and made this year to a greater 
extent than in any previous years. The pumping stations and 
coal shed have been painted two coats outside. ‘The coal shed 
also has been provided with new hard-pine sills and a concrete 
base, which should, and no doubt will, last for many years. 

The pumping station roof has been repaired, new slate put 
on and the galvanized iron work painted with copper paint. 

The throttle valves on the pump have been replaced with- 
new ones ; new valves and springs have been put in the air pump; 
several new valves have been put in the large pump; the floor 
around the main pump, boiler feed pump, oil tank and con- 
denser has been tiled; new metal heads have been provided for 
the lagging. In addition to this the pumps have been painted 
a body color; the woodwork of the pumping station inside has. 
been varnished, the floor shellaced, and several minor repairs 
made. | | 

The pumping station, roof and trusses should be varnished 
this season, as nothing has been done to them since the station 
was built, fourteen years ago. 

The standpipe should be cleaned out and painted, both in- 
side and outside this season. 

New hydrants have been placed on Cottage Street, Glendale 
Road, South Main Street and Quincy Street, in addition to those 
placed on new extensions, making eleven added this year. 

The number of taps have increased from 412 to 447, an in- 
crease of 35 this year. Five services are connected with the 
mains but not in use as yet. Ten services are discontinued, 
making 437 now in use. 
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All hydrants have been oiled and painted, two provided 
with new valves, and three or four had to be dug around and 
the drips cleaned. One small leak appeared in a six-inch joint, 
but was quickly and easily repaired, and two leaky couplings on 
service pipes.

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REPORT OF SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


— 


The law governing the action of the School Committee di- 
rects that a report shall be made once each year, setting forth 
its general proceedings and acts, in order, first, that the citi- 
zens may familiarize themselves with school affairs, and sec- 
ond, that a permanent record may be maintained for future 
reference. With this report is also submitted the report of our 
Superintendent, relating more particularly to the educational 
department of our schools, which also merits careful perusal. 
It will be noted that while the steady work of the pupils has 
been interrupted by fire, illness of teachers and closing the 
schools on account of threatened epidemic, yet, on the whole, 
satisfactory progress has been made. 


NEW HIGH SCHOOL BUILDING. 


It is hardly possible to fittingly express the tremendous ad- 
vantages in future years the pupils of the town will receive in 
the opening of our new High School Building, now practically 
completed. It certainly is a magnificent proof of the confidence 
of our fellow citizens in our public school system. With a school 
building of such fine proportions and accommodations and so 
well located, the children of Sharon will be given educational 
facilities which they have never enjoyed before. Again, the in- 
vestment of energy, time and money in this new building has 
been so great that it would be an extravagance not to secure 
the largest possible returns by failing to provide ample funds 
to give to the pupils the broadest preparation for their life 
work. The new building will be ready for occupancy at the 
beginning of the spring term. Praise is due the members of 
the building committee for the efficient work performed by them 
in the erection of the building. 


HIGH SCHOOL CERTIFICATE PRIVILEGE. 
The town is to be congratulated on the fact that the Col- 
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Jege Entrance Examination Board of New England has granted 
our High School, certificate privileges. This means that the 
graduates of the High School will be admitted to the colleges 
under the control of the certificating board of New England 
with out further examination. Harvard and Yale still require 
examinations for entrance, but we think that Harvard will soon 
relinquish this requirement. This privilege was granted for 
one year by the Board, but we hope to secure an extension for 
the full three years. It shows that our High School has reached 
the standard of efficiency necessary to be admitted. This fact 
alone completely refutes the recently published statement that 
our schools, among other things, are “antiquated and inefficient.” 


FIRES. 


On the evening of February 9th the High Street building 


was seriously damaged by fire, which necessitated the closing 


of the schools in that building for six weeks. With the insur- 
ance money the building was completely restored and renovated 
and a number of\improvements added, such as steel ceilings, 
electric lights, ete. 

In April the North Schoolhouse was destroyed by a forest 
fire which swept over a considerable area of adjacent woodland. 
As the school was closed, the only damage which resulted was 
loss of the building and contents. The insurance, about eight 
hundred dollars, was collected and paid over to the Town Treas- 
urer. 

EAST SCHOOL. 


With only nine pupils to attend it was wise economy not 
to reopen the East School at the beginning of the fall term. 


GRADING HIGH STREET SCHOOL LOT. 


The filling in and grading of the lot around the High Street 
School Building, in accordance with the vote of the Town, with 
the money appropriated therefor, seven hundred dollars, was 
not only carrying out a much needed improvement, but has 
added greatly to the appearance of both grounds and school 
building. We suggest the adjustment with the adjoining owner 
of the easterly line of the lot. 


OO 
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ABOLITION OF THE DRINKING CUP. 

The law abolishing the common drinking cup in public 
places and buildings became operative October 1st of this year. 
Bubbling drinking fountains have been provided in all our 
Centre School buildings, and are found to be generally satis- 
factory. Any fault with their proper working is due usually 


to varying pressure in the water pipes rather than to any defect 


in the working of the apparatus. 
FIRE DRILLS. 


Monthly reports of fire drills by pupils during the past 
year in the High School and High Street buildings are made 
a part of the records of the School Committee. 


RULES AND REGULATIONS. 


During the past year a code of Rules and Regulations for 
the future guidance of the schools of the Town has been formu- 
lated and adopted by the Committee and ordered printed with 
their report. We earnestly recommend that they be thoroughly 
read by parents and pupils and carefully preserved for ready 
reference. 


INDUSTRIAL EDUCATION OR VOCATIONAL TRAINING. 


Perhaps it is not out of place to here state that a great 
change is gradually but surely taking place all over the coun- 
try regarding our system of public school education, and that 
industrial education, or vocational training, as some educators 


prefer to call it, will soon be installed as part of our school 


curriculum. This will become the next important step in the 
evolution of public education. For years purely academic 
studies constituted the only course in our public schools, and 
no distinction was made between the world of knowledge, and 
the daily work of life, and this method, until recently, answered 
the purpose. Today, by the increase of population, the move- 
ment of the people from the country towns to the great cities life 
has become varied and complex, industries specialized and more 


intricate, and all business pursuits more highly developed. In 
studying the different lines of employment required in these 
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varied industries, the knowledge, capacity and training, not 
only of boys but of girls, become a large and important factor. 
It is evident, therefore, that following academic lines exclusively 
in our schools does not meet the industrial and social needs of 
today. Separate trade or industrial schools are already estab- 
lished in our larger cities, and in a town the size of ours, the 
higher grades must soon include manual and industrial courses. 
This matter is now engrossing the attention of the State Board 
of Education, and before long definite plans will be formulated 
so that the two kinds of education may be pursued side by side 
in the same school. Parents must then decide whether their 
children shall take the academic or industrial or vocational 
course, or part one and part the other. Their choice of the 
proper education for their children is just as important as the 
selection of a pursuit in life after the completion of school work. 
We fear parents are too neglectful of both these important 
duties. 


CRITICISM OF SCHOOLS. 


‘There are probably few phases of school administration and 
teaching that do not offer opportunity of attack for critics. 

Honest criticism is not only welcomed, but is sought. Not 
all critics are enemies of our public schools, they are our friends 
as well. ‘There are in the community, however, those whose 
criticism stoops to the small and unworthy, who enlarge minor 
circumstances into large offences, and are actuated by prejudice 
rather than by a laudable spirit. If anything seems to need cor- 
rection or improvement, the School Committee has a plain duty 
to perform, and they should be advised without delay. 

The schools have their defects, no matter how high the 
standard of efficiency may be. Schools which cannot stand criti- 
cism, favorable or unfavorable, ought not to exist. 

The point we wish to make from what we have said above 
is this: Parents should become acquainted with the teachers 
of their children, they should invite them to their homes, they 
should tell the teachers the vital things they know concerning 
their children, in all truth and sincerity, and teachers should 
frankly inform parents of any defects in the physical, moral and 
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mental makeup of their children, if any are observed, and dis- 
cuss with each other how to overcome them. If this were done, 
parents would then possess a far better knowledge of the exist- 
ing conditions in the schools and better appreciate the efforts — 
of, and the difficulties under which a teacher lives. There would 
be less criticism, fewer misunderstandings, less friction and 
more helpful and sympathetic co-operation—and better schools. 
We are sure the teachers would welcome any interest shown in 
their work by the parents. 

Are not these suggestions worthy of serious thought on the 
part of parents? 


APPROPRIATIONS FOR 1911. 


The problem of school expenditures occasions a great deal 
of thought on the part of the School Committee. After careful 
examination of the year’s expenditures, and a conservative esti- 
mate of the probable expense for the coming year, we foresee 
the need of thirteen thousand, three hundred eighty-two and 
31-100 dollars, apportioned as follows:

It has been to him a most agreeable ser- 
vice. . 

The task of managing the work of our public schools is a 
most important civic obligation imposed upon those having 
charge of their government and control—the institution wherein 
our children are trained and equipped for the duties of citizen- 
ship. Nobly have the citizens of the Town responded to the 
demand that adequate facilities be provided to aid in the best 
possible manner the accomplishment of this result. We believe 
the future work of our schools will certainly justify and amply 
repay this generosity on the part of the towns-people.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT. 


To the School Committee of Sharon: 


Ladies and Gentlemen—The following is my twentieth an- 
nual report of the schools of Sharon, and it comprises the year 
from January, 1910, to January, 1911, with statistics taken 
from the registers recording the year ending in June, 1910. We 
are glad to note that there is an effort being made by the State 
Board of Education to have the statistics agree with the finan- 
cial year. As it is now, the statistics and finances are given for 
two different years, and when printed in the State Report and 
ready for distribution are some eighteen months behind time.

Comparing the statistics of this year with those of a year 
ago, we find many pleasing features. We have enrolled only one 
pupil under five years of age, where last we had six. This is 
moving in the right direction, for a child under five years is not © 
mature enough to do the work which our first grade requires. 
We find that pupils entering at six do much better work and — 
do it more easily than those entering earlier, and this is young 
enough. With an eight-year course before entering the high 
school, a pupil would reach the goal at fourteen and graduate 
at eighteen, thus giving the years best adapted for each grade, 
and ready for college or business full young enough to meet the 
responsibilities which are ready for him. In many states it is 
becoming more and more the custom not to allow children to 
enter school until they are six, and to complete the course in 
eight years. 
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An increase of twenty-one between the ages of seven and 
fourteen shows a healthy growth, and an increase of thirty-five 
in the total membership, reaching now four hundred and twenty- 
Six, gives us a large number to provide for in the course of the 
- year. | 

During the fall term just past the registers show an 
enrollment of four hundred and nine, but for some reason there , 
has been a large removal from town, so that for this and other 
reasons we have had thirty-four leave, so that we close the year 
with a smaller number in actual attendance than we had a year 
ago. Most of these have gone from the primary grades, so that 
we have no school with a membership of fifty pupils, the near- 
est approach being in the third grade, where there are forty-nine. 
This gives us plenty of seats for every pupil, but for lack of 
number of rooms we have two schools having two grades each, 
which can be remedied as soon as the High School vacates its 
present quarters. 

We have had an enrollment in the High School of eighty- 
nine, and close the year with seven more than we had last year 
in December, and the most gratifying prospect that very soon 
the High School will be out of its cramped quarters and in a 
building all by itself with every facility for doing the work re- 
quired of high schools during these times when so much is 
demanded. 

I cannot refrain from calling your attention to the fact that 
we have one hundred and fifty-nine more pupils at the close of 
this year than we had when my first table was made; that we 
have more than four times as many in the High School, or, if 
we include nine who were partly in High School and partly 
in grammar school with the nineteen regular High School pu- 
pils, we have now more than three times as anany; that we have 
now a high school course taught by four teachers, while then 
we had but one; that this course admits to college and normal 
school on certificate, while then we had a course which would 
enable no one to enter college; that we have added a business 
course which when completed will prepare for modern business 
methods; that instead of having schools with many grades, our 
schools are concentrated and provided in nearly every case with 
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the best conditions for doing good work; that music, drawing, 
and penmanship have special teachers where formerly we had 
none; that gymnastics and elocution have had special attention 
paid to.them, and that still we are continuing these branches, 
largely through the impetus of the past. 

Yet in all these things and many others we have done only 
what we ought to have done to keep up with the advance which 
modern education has taken, and there is much more that we 
ought to do and hope to do, especially along the lines of chem- 
istry, physics, domestic science, and manual training. Never 
were hearts more glad than ours that soon facilities will be at 
our disposal wherewith to make advances along these lines. 


TEACHERS. 
It is no ordinary happening that our fall term should find 
us with just half new teachers. Some of the teachers formerly 
with us were called away to more lucrative positions and others 
that we retained would have followed them had they accepted 
positions offered them and had not you made inducements for 
them to stay with us, much to the good of the whole system. The 
illness of Miss Varney prevented her return in the fall, and after 
trying five substitutes, most of whom were not candidates for 
regular teachers, we found in Miss Drake one who has con- 
sented to remain with us and who has begun to produce the re- 
sults we wish to see. I do not wish to speak in detail of the 
other new teachers, but I do wish to express my hearty approval 
of the effort which they have so successfully put forth ever since 
they came among us. Sharon is to be congratulated that a man ~ 
was willing to take the eighth grade at a price which our ap- | 
propriation would meet. Anyone who realizes what the advan- — 
tages are in having a man to teach pupils of this age will not 
let a money consideration stand in the way of retaining one 
who has so faithfully done a difficult task. More, we need a 
man to have charge of the Center Building when the High 
School is removed, and extra experience with added work will © 
doubtless be generously rewarded. ‘The High School is in good — 
hands, and a longer period of service together will add new effi- 
ciency when proper facilities are provided. 
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The combining of an extra teacher in the High School with 


a teacher of penmanship has proved exceedingly beneficial, 
and the results in writing will be more manifest as more prac- 
tice is gained. 


In these days of great competition for expert teachers, to- 
gether with the evident lessening supply caused by so many 
women entering other fields of labor, we find it increasingly 
difficult to find and to retain first-class teachers, and these are 


_ the only kind we want. Perhaps this will be more evident by 


stating that since my connection with the Sharon schools we 
have had one hundred and three different teachers, only one 


of whom was here when IJ came, and more than four hundred 
in the district, of whom only six of the original ones remain. 
This will give one some idea of how the Superintendent spends 
a part of his time in term time and yacation in looking up 
candidates for the numerous vacancies. 


EYE AND EAR TEST. 


The teachers have attended to their duty in examining the 
eyes and ears of their pupils for sight and hearing, and report 
the following results:

The fire which injured the High Street building on the 
night of February 9, 1910, and the epidemic of diphtheria which 
closed the same building in the fall, have materially interfered 
with the work of the year, but by the speedy efforts of the Com- 
mittee in finding places for the children after the fire, and the 
extra efforts put forth by the teachers in doing individual work, 
the loss was somewhat reduced. ‘The loss from closing the 
schools for contagious diseases can never be made up and must 


_ be borne with the best grace possible, thankful that the life of 
some child may have been saved. 


I wish in closing to thank the Committee, teachers and 


| pupils for the hearty co-operation which has been manifested 
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throughout the year. It is a great pleasure to work with those 
who are constantly striving for the best things and attain much. 
I wish especially to thank all the citizens who by their gen- 
erous support have taken so great a step in advance in providing 
suitable accommodations for the High School, and by this 
means for all the schools. The erection of the building has been 
watched with intense eagerness from the laying of the founda- 
tion to the last piece of work which has been done, and it will 
be a happy day when every part is completed and full possession 
of it given to the work of education.

SCHOOLS. 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


The Superintendent shall 


Have the care and supervision of the schools, under the 
direction and control of the School Committee. 

Visit the schools as often as his other duties will permit, 
acquire a personal knowledge of their condition, and as- 
sist the teachers in the performance of their duties. 
Attend the meetings of the School Committee, have full 
charge of the administration of the course of study, the 
grading of pupils and nomination of teachers for election. 
Acquaint himself with whatever concerns the interest and 
progress of public school education and advise the teach- 
ers as to the best method of instruction, discipline and 
school management. 

Independently of the principal of the school building, 
inspect the school premises, text books and apparatus and 
report to the Committee any deficiency or conditions un- 
favorable to the health and progress of the pupils, with 
suggestions for correction or improvement. 


PRINCIPALS. 


The Principal shall 


Have general charge of the school building and inspect 
it at regular intervals, reporting to the School Committee 
any improper condition. 

Investigate any cases of marking, defacing or otherwise 
injuring the school property. 

Ascertain and cause the offender or offenders to be pun- 
ished, and take such measures to prevent the repetition 
of such acts as may be deemed necessary. 

In connection with the other teachers and janitor, plan 
for the care and control of those pupils who remain for 
the noon intermission, when the janitor is absent.

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Have charge of the school flag, and see that it is dis- 
played whenever the weather is suitable. 

At least twice a month supervise the fire drill of the 
pupils in their respective buildings and file a monthly 
report of the same with the School Committee. 

Receive from the teachers all requisition for school sup- 
plies, books, etc., and if approved transmit the same to 
the School Committee.

Teachers are required to make themselves acquainted 
with these regulations and to see that they are faithfully 
observed. 

Teachers shall be responsible \for the strict enforcement 
and maintenance of discipline of the pupils at all times 
in their respective school rooms. Corporal punishment 
blanks to be made out, signed and forwarded to the 
School Committee monthly. 

They shall make and render to the School Committee 
such records and reports as may be required by the Com- 
mittee or Superintendent of Schools. 

The teachers must be in their respective rooms at least 
fifteen minutes before the time of opening both the fore- 
noon and afternoon sessions. 

Teachers must report to the Principal, or, in case of his 
absence, to the member of the School Committee in 
charge of the building, all temporary absences from 
school, and must report to the School Committee the 
cause of all dismissals of the school before the scheduled 
time. 

Teachers are required to give careful attention to the 
temperature and ventilation of their rooms and secure 
thorough changes of air at each recess period and at the 
close of each half-day session. Before leaving their 
rooms at the close of the afternoon session, they shall 
close all doors and windows. 

Teachers shall not during school hours visit with other 
teachers or other persons.

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A recess not exceeding fifteen minutes shall be allowed 


in each half-day period, and no pupil shall be deprived of 
the entire recess, except for misconduct or refusal to 
study or properly recite his lessons. 

All cases of truancy shall be immediately reported to 
the truant officer, through the Principal. 

Teachers shall require in all cases of absence or tardi- 
ness, excuses from parents in person or in writing, which 
excuses shall be preserved until the end of the school 
term, subject to the call of the School Committee, and 


shall furnish the Committee, through the Principal, with | 


a list of absentees from school and excuses given, if any. 
Teachers shall be allowed one day in each school year to 
visit other schools and two days each year to attend edu- 
cational meetings and institutes. 
Teachers at the beginning of each term shall make up a 
program of daily study and recitation periods and send a 
copy to the Superintendent of Schools to be placed on 
file. After such program of daily study is approved by 
him, no material change shall be made without his ad- 
vice and consent. 

For obstinate opposition to authority, refusal to study 
and continued neglect of duty or other sufficient reasons, 
the teacher may suspend a scholar, and shall forthwith 
notify in writing the parents or guardian, and the School 
Committee. 

The enforced absence of a pupil from recitations and 
from study hours in the daily sessions of a school, or the 
suspension of a pupil is to be resorted to only in extreme 
cases. 

All substituting teachers engaged by the Superintendent 
shall be paid the regular teacher’s salary, and the teacher 
will be expected to pay the same. 


PUPILS. 


Pupils will not be allowed to assemble about the school 
buildings at an unreasonable time before the opening of 
school. Under ordinary conditions they shall not enter 
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the building before 8.40 A. M., and after dismissal shall 
immediately leave the school buildings unless allowed to 
remain by special consent of the teacher. The Principal 
of the building may make special rules regarding the 
foregoing provision, subject to the approval of the School 
Committee. 

(2) Children shall be allowed to enter the sub-primary school 
only at the commencement of the fall term of each year. 

(3) Pupils shall not enter any hall or room other than the 
one in which he regularly belongs, except by special per- 
mission of his teacher. 

(4) Every pupil before attending any public school of the 
Town shall give to the teacher satisfactory evidence of 
vaccination, or present a physician’s certificate, accord- 
ing to law.* 

(5) Pupils behaving in a disorderly manner in or about the 
building or grounds at recess may be returned to the 
school room by the teacher and deprived of his recess 
or other privileges. 

(6) Any pupil who is suspended by a teacher for any obsti- 
nately disobedient and disorderly conduct may, after 
proper investigation of his behavior by the School Com- 
mittee be expelled from the schools. 

(7) Pupils residing on the line of electric cars one mile be- 

yond Post Office Square may be allowed car tickets. 

(8) All details of the exercises of graduation and of public 
assemblies of the pupils of the High School shall be under 
the direct supervision and control of the Principal of the 
High School and School Committee and Principal of 
Grammar School. 

(9) No rubbish of any kind is to be thrown around the build- 
ing or yard. Waste baskets and rubbish boxes have been 
provided for this purpose. 

(10) Any defacing of school books, or property, or wilful 
waste of paper, pencils, ink, etc., will be charged for, and 
pupils required to pay the same.

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JANITORS. 


The janitor shall keep the school buildings and furniture 
neat and clean. The floors and stairways shall be swept 
not less than five times each week and the furniture shall 
be dusted with a damp cloth after each sweeping. 
Fires shall be built when necessary in season to have 
the rooms warmed to a temperature of at least 65 de- 
grees before the opening of school. He shall remove from 
the building all ashes, waste paper, dirt and rubbish and 
not allow the same to accumulate, place and keep out- 
side the building rubbish boxes or receptacles in the yard 
to be used by the pupils. 

He shall wind and regulate all school clocks and see 
that the flag is displayed on all legal holidays. 

He shall remove all snow from the steps and walks about 
the building and keep the steps free and clear from ice 
and snow. sha 

He shall at all times be under the supervision of the 
Principal of the building, who shall report any violation 
of these rules to the School Committee. 

He shall place in the school buildings receptacles for 
scraps of food in a convenient place for all, the same to 
be emptied every night, where it will not attract mice 
and rats. 

He shall do such ordinary repairs as his time and ability 
will allow, at the request of the Superintendent, Com- 
mittee or teacher. 


TRANSPORTATION. 


The driver of every transportation wagon shall provide 
a comfortable covered conveyance for all pupils attend- 
ing school from the territory covered by the route which 
he contracts to serve, and shall provide suitable robes or 
blankets to make the pupils comfortable in cold weather. 
He shall insist on proper behavior and discipline while 
the pupils are in his care, and shall have the same author- 
ity and care as teachers have while pupils are in the 
school building.
